A special meeting of both branches of 
the ciiy Rovernnaenr was hold at City 
Hall on Tuesday evening. The alder- 
men wore the moRt attractive body to the 
spectators and it was the questions 
which they had in perspective that inter- 
ested the great majority of those pres- 
ent. 

The question of granting druggists’ 
licenses was of paramount interest but 
seme of those not accustomed to the 
“subdued” methods which the aldermen 
have become so familiar with, d d get a 
little weary when two hours of session, 
interspersed with recess, had not given a 
hint that druggists’ licenses were in any 
of the city fathers minds. 

The common couucil meeting was of a 
concurrent nature and they adjourned 
after nine o’clock. 

The aldermen met at 7.1« r > with the 
mayor in the chair and all present. 

The N. E. Tel. * Tel. Co. accepted 
the location granted on Dudley and 
Farker streets, and Wm. E Jones was 
appointed and confirmed as fireman, 
dating from Mar. 15. 

A communication was received from 
the school committee as embodied in the 
Graphic’s last issue, requesting an in- 
vestigation of the school buildings of the 
city by the inspector of buildings. 

The application of E. K. Hinckley for 
a license to erect a frame stable, referred 
Li the board by the inspector of build- 
ings who“thought itshould bo granted,” 
was referred to the license committee; 
also one from Frank Clark, Cypress 
street, was granted. 

PETITIONS. 

Petitions were received and referred to 
the proper committees as follows: LI. 
C. Hunt et al., for concrete sidewalk on 
Hyde street; Dr. F. G. Curtis et. al., for 
sewer in Elm and River streets; E. M. 
Hall, to move a building through Hen- 
shaw street; Nathan Crocker et. al., 
sewer in Morton street; T. C. Sullivan, 
asking that the extra width of Beacon 
street near Walnut street, taken for 
sloping purposes, be relinquished as it 
was now unnecessary; A. G. Wellman 
and F. A. Wetherbee, for concrete side- 
walks on Bellevue street and crosswalk 
at Newtonville avenue. 

Alderman Bothfeld introduced an 
order which passed, adopting Chap. 324 
relative to the authority of the board to 
layout streets and ways with reserva- 
tions of spaces for horseback riding, for 
street railways and for tree», etc. 

The water board were authorized to 
lav out water mains in Prbspect street, 
off Walnut 8treet,and in Camden road, at 
au expense of $2141. 

The petition of the N. E. Tel. tfc Tel. 
Co. for location of poles on Washington 
street between Auburn street aud the 
Wellesley line, and on Highland aveuue, 
also to remove poles on Highland avenue, 
was presented by Alderman Ruffe, and 
on his motion a bearing was appointed 
At which the remoustrauls may be heard. 4 - 

The license committee report reoom- 
Tneoded the grantiug of several j ink 
licenses; Elleu E. Wright, intelligence 
office and Edward Litliu wagou license, 
aud they were granted by the board. 

A communication from Timothy 
O’Leary was presented by Alderman 
Thompson, askiug why the civil service 
registration as adopted by the highway 
department was not applied to the water 
aud sewer departments. He asked a 
hearing. 

The communication was received. 

The committee ou sewers reported 
through Alderman Hunt, recommending 
main drains and sewers, through private 
land of John and Geo. K. Ward et. al., 
through Myrtle street, and through pri 
vate laud adj tceut to Crescent street. 

The reports were accepted by the 
"board and orders were passed, notifying 
the abuttois of the action to he takeu 
and appointing a bearing for all parties 
interested, also a similar older in refer- 
ence to Temple sneer. 

Alder man Bothfcid made the report of 
abe highway committee, renewing theii 
endorsement of the tirs\ second and 
third sections of the “boulevard.” some 
flight changes having been made in the 
lines of the first section. The reports 
were adopted aud orders were passed 
uotifying the abuttors on the sections, 
that the board would grant them a hear- 
ing. 

alderman Hunt presented a resolve, 
that in the opinion of the city council so 
much of the premises of Caroline J. 
Barker on Washington street, West New- 
ton, as shown on the plan submitted, be 
taken lor the wideniug of Washington 
siiodt. He moved its passage. 

Aldermtu Bothfeld said he considered 
it an important matter which should be 
thoroughly understood. It wts put for 
ward at this time because tbe parties 
mentioned want to proceed with the 
«-rection of a uiick block, but wish to so 
locate as not to iuteifere with the pro- 
posed widening of Washington street. 
He thought the owueis had showu a 
veiy liberal spirit in Hie mai ler aud they 
would charge I he city bur 75 cents a foot 
tor tbe land, or less than i is real value. 
Tbe highway expected <o follow this 
r* solve soon w ith au order (or the seizure 
«j| the land. 

Alter some discussiou, Aldermtu Ruffe 
arguing that it might be establishing a 
bad precedent, the resolve passed. 

The mayor notified th>- board that the 
order relating to Chap 324 as pasted had 
received concurrent a iioii at the hands 
<•» the common couucil. aud had received 
liis signature. 

The water board ordinance in reference 
to rates came up to be ordained aud was 
r fmied. 

Fiom the lower branch came a resolve 
relating to the recent fire in the Adams 
school house, being theio offered by 
Councilman Green. It was passed iu 
concurrence, it reads thus: 

“Whereas, This City Council, believing 
that only by tbe exercise of good judg- 
ment ou tbe part of those iu charge, a 
panic was pi evented and serious injury 
to life ami limb aveiled on the occ.tsiou 
of the recent fire ra the Adams school, 

WardS; «• 

“Be it resolved, That this City Council 
expresses its appreciation uf the services 
rendered the pupils by the master aud 
teachers, and commend them for the 
Iierfoimauce of their duty.” 

MORE WATER SUPPLY. 

Alderman Bothfeld moved to take the 
*77.000 order for additional water supply 
from the table. 

Tbe nect ary action was takeu and 
Alderman Thun pson spoke iu opposi- 
tion. Where un increase of eleven mil- 
iiou gallous daily, enough to last 15 or 20 
years, hud been estimated by oue of the 


engineers on the increase two years ago, 
which cost the city *130,000, only (130,000 
moro gallons a day could be pumped, and 
it was already insufficient.. He did not 
believe it wise with these results to 
persue tbe same methods now to secure 
more water. His opposition was to tbe 
system to be employed. 

City Engineer Woods in explanation, 
said a glazed pipe conduit was to bo put 
inasftroM necessary to get the water 
needed. This would be run where water 
could be easily secured, and where found 
necessary wells would be driven to food 
It. The last extension of this method 
was through fine sand which clogged the 
pipes. The present routo would be 
through a coarse gravel where abun- 
dance of water was promised and no 
difficulty of that kind would be experi- 
enced. 

In answer to Alderman Hunt, be said 
that the whole appropriation would not 
be necessary for some time. 

Alderman Bothfeld said tbe water 
board bad been over the ground very 
carefully with an idea to avoid imy dis- 
appointment in the estimated returns. 

Further discussion elicited the facts 
that the present estimate would keep the 
city amply supplied with water uutil 
1025. It was thought that other mills be- 
side the Nouantum Worsted Co., who 
are fitting out for steam and mill use two 
million gallons a day, would be wautiug 
city water, but iu rebuttal it was shown 
that uo concern of the size was estab- 
lished here, and there was little to fear 
from any of the others who might want 
a supply. The citizens were of course 
entitled to first privileges. 

The order passed unanimously. 

Au order from the commou council re- 
quiring the inspector of buildings to in- 
vestigate the school buildings aud report 
on May 23 if possible, was passed in con- 
currence, and at 8.22 a recess was de- 
clared. 

At S.35 the aldermen reassembled to 
pass on concurrent matters and to adopt 
Alderman Hamilton’s order authorizing 
tbe city treasurer to issue 75 $1000 
bonds with interest at 4 per cent, for tbe 
construction of the water works of the 
city, aud establishing a sinking fund for 
tbe same. 

At 8.40 another recess was taken and 
the board adjourned to that convenient 
retreat, the mayor’s office, aud had 
another exhaustive debate over licensing 
the druggists. 

Policemen from all over the city had 
been summoned to the number ot 20 aud 
were brought before the board aud made 
to recite the standing of tbe druggists on 
their various beats. 

THE LICENSES. 

One hour and forty-five minutes were 
thus used up and at 10.25 tbe board 
again assembled. 

Tbe mayor said tbe question was on 
granting sixth class liquor licenses. 
“Are there any remarks to be made be- 
fore putting this to vote?” 

Alderman Roffe said tbe committee to 
whom the matter of tbe licenses bad 
been referred would report, but as tbe 
other member of the committee had that 
report he would oall upon him. 

Alderman Hamilton of Ward Oue was 
the gentleman re'erred to, and his re- 
port was as follows: 

After rehearsing several poiuts of the 
law and stating the conditions on which 
licenses may be given, the report goes on 
to say: 

It appears that upon the above terms 
aud conditions, licenses were grouted by 
>-tlie board of mayor and aldermen the 
past year and petitions for the renewal 
of said licenses for the ensuiug year are 
already before the board. 

Oa request, also, there have been 
various petitions pie>euted in the board 
relative to the propriety of granting 
certaiu of the renewals asked for, or 
even of granting any of the said renew- 
als or of any s xth class licenses wha’s > 
ever. 

As a result of such hearings, indirect 
evidence has been brought to the knowl- 
edge of this board, wind) lias seiwd to 
stimulate furtber and very careful in- 
quiry as to whether the prescribed terras 
aud conditions on which the licenses 
were granted have been faithfully re- 
garded. 

Perhaps it is sufficient here to say that 
such further inquiry furnishes in the 
judgment of the committee grounds for 
the fear that the laws of the Common- 
wealth have too often failed of the treat- 
ment to which they are entitled in this 
matter. 

The committee is not sitisfied that 
due entries have been made in the books 
of all the druggists ot Newtou, neither 
are they satisfied that the objects for 
wliioti liquors have been sold have al- 
ways been such as the law prescribes. 

On the coutrary, they are convinced 
that a real aud incieasiug danger exists 
as regards the general attitude aud iu too 
many cases. As regards the actual 
practice of the druggists of Newton, 
touching tbe purport of the 0th class 
liceuse, as if its intent were quite as 
much t > furnish opportunities of increas- 
ing the profi s of the dealers, as to meet 
the accommodations of the various 
precincts of Newton as to the two or 
thiee objects ou accouut of which such 
licenses may be justified according to 
law. In view of this too evideut aud 
dangerous tendeucy relative to the 
matter iu question the committee recoin- 
meud first, that uo new licenses at 
present be given, it being their judg- 
ment that the various precincts of the 
city would be abundantly accommodated 
in the respect mentioned should there be 
uo increase in the number of liceuses. 

2nd. In view of the uuraerous aud 
strong petitions against license from 
Newton Upper Falls tbe committee 
lecommend that uo license be grauted iu 
that precinct, it being sufficiently evideut 
that no such licenses are really called for 
by the prevailing sentiment of the public 
therein concerned. 

3rd. Inasmuch as it appears to be the 
sentiment of the other precincts of the 
city that licenses be given, the commit- 
tee recommend that petitions for renewal 
in all precincts save Newtou Upper Falls 
be granted with the uuderstaudiug that 
thesirne will be revoked without any 
process or decree, und without uotice, or 
assigning any reason therefor by the 
mtyor aud aldermen, whenever, in the 
judgment of this board there is the least 
tellable evideuce in auy case that the 
strict letter or evident spirit of the law 
are infringed upon by the patty holding 
such lioetiSH. 

The committee recommend iu general 
that all licenses grauted by tbe board of 
mayor aud aldenneu shall be only upon 
the foregoing express conditions of this 
report. 

Alderman Roffe, who is chairman of 
the license committee, said he supposed 
ii was necessary that both members 
should sign the report. This lie had 
hesitated to do because ho did uot be- 
lieve iu the principle of discrimination, 
lie believed fair aud uuequiyocal treat- 
ment should be accorded every peti- 
tioner. Thu oily council had started ou 
i new legime aud if justice is to b b done 
tbe druggists and the people of Newton, 
*11 who had liceuse before, should lie 
accorded the same privilege now. Uo 
would subscribe to all that was iu the 


report, only in its reference to Uppor 
Falls. There aro those who had signed 
those Upper Falls petitions who bad 
been to him and said they signed under 
a misapprehension, believing that it ap- 
plied to the wholo city. They signed 
with that understanding and were not in 
favor of discriminating in tins way. It 
would bo hotter In bis opinion to make 
thiR a matter of petition from overy 
village. To embody any fair dealing 
whatever all should bo dealt with alike. 

Alderman Hamilton wished there 
could bo secured from every precinct in 
tbe city a petition expressing their 
opinion, but for some roason theso peti- 
tions bad failed to come. The petitions 
from Upper Falls, he claimed, wore 
signed by parties of “more than con- 
siderable importance” and others of 
prominence in that precinct had ex- 
pressed a desire for no licenso there. A 
larger part of the prominent people in 
Upper Falls are most earnest in a wish 
for no license in that place, he stated. 
He had not thought of discriminating. 
The people of Upper Falls have ex- 
pressed, “most strongly.” their senti- 
ment in this Matter and “no sentiment 
of this kind,” be nlleged, “had appeared 
from elsewhere.” 

Personally he would like to see tbe 
utter removal of all licenses, not because 
the letter of the law had been violated, 
but because tbe druggists have been 
gradually drawn into excesses until they 
have found themselves defeating tbe 
wishes of tbe citiz us of Newton, who 
have declared themselves in favor of no 
license. These excesses had become so 
great that “liquor was sold freely.” He 
had aimed to make the report 
absolutely fair and he had done the best 
he could do. 

Alderman Plummer created a stir— 
“We have met three nights now and 
have discussed this question apparently 
without result. The sessions have been 
long. Now we are elected by the people 
to enfore and execute laws, and this 
question ought to have been adjusted 
before this time. If we are not able to 
cope with it we ought to be deposed.” 
Ho thought a further discussion of the 
matter was a reflection on the board. 

Alderinau Roffe — I desire to offer no 
disrespect to this board. I am a mem- 
ber of the board myself and I don’t think 
it is a reflection on this board if wo are 
aiming for fairness in this matter to get 
at the sentiment of the people of New- 
ton, and tbe only way is by petition. If 
they want anvthing of this board they 
come here and ask for it. Because this 
question lias been considered for three 
nights is no criterion whv it should not, 
be considered three nights longer if 
necessary. 

Alderman Plummer said the petition 
had been advertised in tbo local papers 
and tbe public knew of these matters. 

Alderman Roffe said that was no rea- 
son why the board should act unjustly. 

Alderman Rumery wished to be re 
corded as voicing the sentiments of the 
alderman from Ward Six. 

Alderman Thompson of Ward Five 
said many had been to him about tbe 
matter and he must vote as they wished 
whioh was in favor of tbe report by 
Alderman Hamilton. He must repre- 
sent his constituents who would con- 
sider it a slap in the face if be voted 
against their wishes. 

Thus endered tbe argument, and the 
nam»s of the petitioners were read off 
and voted upon separately and tbe result 
is given below.

The story chronicled of Mrs. Anna 
Ciabaugh, who keeps tbe toll gate at 
Browusviile, Pa., is full of splendid sug- 
gestion. What we want, said a leader of 
tbe advancement of women, the other 
day, is “new outlook for women.”

Newton CItII SerTlce Reform AbhocIo- 
tlon. 


Report of tho eecretaiy presented at 
the annual meeting, April 23, 1804. 

Gentlemen: Owiug to tho continued 
ill health or our president, the meetings 
of the executive committee havo been 
held daring tho past year without the 
stimulus of his presence. Recognizing, 
as wo all do, tho great forco given to the 
movement in this community by his 
earnest and persistent advocacy; and 
admiring the incisive clearness and un- 
wavering integrity of intellect whioh 
enables him tc judge with equal candor 
of tho progress of the reform, whether 
administered by those with whom he is 
in genoral political accord, or otherwise; 
we feel that wo sufTor a distinct loss in 
his absence from our meetings, and tho 
halting progress of our cherished reform 
can ill spare tho earnest speech and the 
vigorous peu that wo associate with his 
name. Wo are certain, however, that 
his name at the head of ourorganizi- 
tion carries more meaning and distinc- 
tiveness than any other that could be 
substituted, and we hope that it may 
long remain there as our inspiration. 

Mr. R. L. Bridgman has been elected 
chairman of tho executive committee, 
thus completing our working organiza- 
tion. 

At the meeting of the committee held 
Dec. 27th, the following expressions 
were adopted: 

1. The Newton Civil Service Reform 
Association, through its Executive Com- 
mittee expresses its gratification with 
the strong support given to the Civil 
Service Law by President Cleveland in 
his annual mess age to Congress. 

2. The committee is in full accord 
with his recommendation that tho entire 
clerical force of the Civil Service Com- 
mission be put upon its own roster, and 
dependence upon the other Departments 
discontinued; and it calls upon the 
Massachusetts Representatives in Cou- 
gress to aid in the accomplishment of 
the needed legislation, and in the scour- 
ing of adequate appropriations for the 
support of the Commission. 

3. It recognizes with great satisfac 
tion the benefit conferred upon this 
movement, and upou every kindred ri- 
form, by the recent chauge made by the 
President in the personnel of the Civil 
Service Commission. 

4. It is pleased to recognize in the 
report of the Secretary of the Navy his 
cordial endorsement of the regulations 
adopted by bis predecessor for the ap- 
pointment of laborers in the Navy 
Yards; and it eagerly awaits legislation 
which shall permanently secure the 
benefit of these regulations by placing all 
of the Civil Employees of the Navy 
Yards under Civil Service Rules. 

5. It heartily thanks the Postmaster 
General for the exposition in his report 
of the improvement in the Railway Mail 
Service attendant upon its being brought 
into the Classified Civil Service. It up- 
plauds his desire for further extensions 
of the Law in tho Postal Service, and 
urges him to make a trial of the proposed 
system of appointing Fourth Class Post- 
masters on the ’sports of Inspectors, 
uninfluenco by Congressional interfer 
ence. 

0. It will gladly welcome all exten- 
sions of the Cltsailied Service by which 
the Presi lent may bring more government 
employees under Civil Service Rules; foi 
it believes that every department of the 
government service will be improved, and 
the political morals of our people raised 
by a firm insistence upon that indepen- 
dence of the Executive and Legislative 
branches intended by the framers of the 
Constitution. 

Notwithstanding the evident wish of 
the President and several members of his 
cabiuet to further the cause of the re- 
form; and their recognition of the evil in 
the pr.-sent methods of making appoint- 
ments in so large a part pf the govern- 
ment service; it seems as if the abuses of 
the patronage system must almost go on 
accumulating uutil some vast scandal 
shall riBe to show the rottenness of a 
legislative system, based to so great an 
extent upon tho distribution of the 
natioual pay roll. 

Uuder the preseut administration an 
abuse has arisen which though not here- 
tofore unknown, has been so little 
worked that itcomes with startling torci\ 
and opens to the reformer an almost 
endless vista of struggle aud dismay. 
Heretofore the debauchery of the publio 
service has been mostly tor the purpose 
of iding iu factional fights; for tho ad- 
vancement of one or another person 
withiu tho ranks of a party, the implied 
return b*iug iu the form of personal 
loyalty to the appointing power and 
support to his claims for party position, 
The new bargain is on a different basis. 
It beiug understood that the head of the 
administration has no further desires 
for place for himself, his returu for leed 
at the public crib is to come, Dot in tho 
shape of votes for him in convention, 
but of votes for his measures iu Cou 
gress. Wo are thus brought face to 
face with the presence of a most in- 
sidious and daugerous corruption. 

Heretofore our congressmen have 
found their forces sapped, their euergies 
weakeued and their time taken from 
their legitima'6 duties by the offloe 
brokering demands, which have first, 
weakened their power ns legislators, and 
second, tended to a great deterioration 
in the character of the men seeking Con- 
gressional honor. Now it is supposed 
that their votes on publio questions are 
to be the price of places for their heuob 
meu. 

Iu the past a congressman has earned 
his re-eleotiou by much ruuniug after 
and imuortuniug of tlie cabinet and 
heads of departments. In the future ha 
is to earn it by the sale of his oonvic 
tions. An abyss of oorruptiou so great 
as to be conquerable only by overturn, 
instead of by uplifting, yawns at our 
feet. That this is uot more geuerally 
seen and more severely denounced, lies 
in the fact the use of the system so fur 
has been iu the interest of lsgislutiou 
whioh is in accord with the beliefs aud 
convictions of most of us who ure 
identified with tho Civil Service Reform 
movement. How doubly daugerous is 
such uu evil, when meu whose mental 
clearness aud moral purpose we are wont 
to applaud, can throw thorn both to the 
wiuds; and not only uphold it iu the ex- 
citement of debate, but can defend aud 
approve it iu studied communications to 
the press'.’ 

It would be idle to claiu that the evil 
named does uot exist because no 
evidence of corrupt bargaining can be 
shown. Of course it can’t. But it is 
nevertheless believed that this evil iu 
upou us, uud is already working. 

Other failures iu the National Admin- 
istration are iu the Consular Service, 


which has been overturned with a brutal 
rapidity, heretofore unknown even in 
our barbarous methods; rendered alt the 
more outtmg and shameful from being 
conducted by one who hid been expect- 
ed to raise party to the service of ptiuci 
pie instead of abandoning principle to 
the needs of paity. 

And iu the Indian service, where there 
seems to be nn inhuman breach of our 
obligations, in the more open Introduc- 
tion of political proscription in the dis- 
tribution of the agencies. 

In tho treasury department, Seoretaiy 
Cailislo has permitted and shared iu a 
most unrighteous and indefensible viola- 
tion of the spirit of tho Civil Service Re- 
form Law and Rules, quartet it>g personal 
and political favorites upon the public 
treasury, and making removals in entire 
disregaul of the public interest. 

While theio is mucli to deplore in the 
condition of the reform in connection 
with national affairs, there is also much 
cause lor encouragement and congratula- 
tion. 

A qualified satisfaction may be found 
in the administration of the post « dice 
department, whero although the number 
of changes made iu postmasters is 
numerically greater in the first year of 
this administration than of the last one, 
the ratio of changes to that entire num- 
ber is somewhat less. There is now also 
recognized some sort of principle in 
allowing fouitb class postmasters to 
generally complete four years of seivice 
before removal There has, however, 
been uo sign of improvement in the 
method of selection of new postmasteia, 
it being still done in general on the 
basis of iufiuenco by congressmen, aud 
with the added suspicion as noted above, 
of being often designed for its influence 
upon congressional action. 

In the cleiioal service in the city of 
Washington, the conduct of the post 
office department has beeu altogether 
admirable and praiseworthy. 

fn the navy department, Secretary 
Herbert has adopted, extended, and im- 
proved the admirable methods intro- 
duced by Sacretary Tracy for the selec- 
tion of laborers, aud has withstood the 
ropoated and aggravated assaults made 
upou the system by his political associ- 
ates. 

In the department of agriculture Secre- 
tary Morton, while yielding to the impor- 
tunities of congressmeu to the extent of 
greatly demoralizing the field service, has 
maintained an udmirable adherence to 
tlie Civil Service Rules, following both 
their let or ami spirit in the management 
of the cler cal force in Washington. 

Id the Civil Service Commission, Presi- 
dent Cleveland has earned the thanks of 
all reformers, tty retaining Mr. K tosevolr, 
and by removing G tieral Johnson and 
appointing in bis place Mr. Procter, 
whose position on the reform is believed 
to be entirely s«tisfactory. 

There is also light ahead in the intro- 
duction by Senator Morgan of a carefully 
considered bill for the reorganization of 
tlie entire state and diplomatic, includ- 
ing the consular service, with examina- 
tions for entrance and promotion. 

In our own local relations to the 
National Administration, we are princi- 
pally affected through our postmasters, 
aud we are liable to be more affected oy 
our sympathies than by any probable 
question of the efficiency of the service, 
in the village of West Newton, Mr. 
Stacey, though of opposite political 
faith from the administration, has been 
re-ap pointed. It was an appoiutoncut iu 
every way suitable to be made, and hav- 
ing as he did, the nearly unanimous en- 
dorsement of the patrous of the office, it 
would seem as if no administration 
could have done otherwise. It is be- 
lieved, however, that »mt for the aotive 
co-operation of Mr. Quincy, who took 
upon himself the persooul task of secur- 
ing the re-appoiutment, a different result 
might have ensued. 

At Aubitrndale, the vaoaucy occurred 
through resignation based on entirely 
private reasous. The new appoiutmeut, 
though uot to be commended ou business 
grounds, had much in its favor on seuti- 
meuial considerations. The appointee 
was the daugh'er of a distinguished 
officer, who rendered great service iu our 
war of tho rebellion, especially in excit- 
ing the patriotic ardor of his . country- 
men, who had adopted America as their 
home, and securiug their great aid iu 
filling our Massachusetts regimeuts. The 
office had beeu previously filled by a 
woman, aud there was a gracefulness iu 
selecting auother of the sex, which ap- 
peals to the many who foresee the great- 
er occupation of womau iu public affairs. 

At the Lower Falls there was uo gieat 
effort made to retain the old incumbeut, 
aud practically uo urgency of any other 
applicant than the one appointed. 

We may therefore feel that our city 
has fared as well as could be expected iu 
the absenco of any genoral rule for mak- 
ing nou partisan appointments. 

In the Stato of Massachusetts the only 
legislation directly affecting the Civil 
Service is the passage of the very bad 
law making party spoils of the assistant 
assessor 'ships of Boston, by requiring 
their distribution equally between the 
members ot the leading political parties. 
If there were a feeling that the dominant 
parry were usiug the*** offices as spoil, 
and proscribing their] ol tical opponents, 
tho evil could have been remedied by a 
law inquiring appointment by merit, 
under Civil Service Regulations, rather 
than by fastening upon the people the 
idea that the assessing of taxes is a party 
affair, to bo done iu a Republican 
mauuer, or iu a Democratic mauuer. 

In our own city of Newton, the entire 
labor and mechanical service ot the high- 
way department, has by ordinance of the 
city government beeu this mouth put 
uuder a system of rules for appointment, 
which is almost identical with tlie 
method of appointing luboiers which 
exists in those cities that have come 
under the rules of the state commission. 

Wo now have, therefore, our entire 
clerical, police and highway forces ap- 
pointed under definite rules instead of 
by party fuvor. Wo believe that wo are 
very free from either scandal or abuse iu 
any of our departments, but it seems 
reasonable to hope that before many 
years our city shall adopt the provisions 
of the geueral law, and by thus bringiug 
our fire department and the reiuuiuiug 
labor services uuder reform rules, take 
the place which it ought to bear amuug 
the enligbteued municipalities. 

Referring to the progress of tho reform 
iu general, it is to be noted that in the 
State of New York, Gov. Flower has 
done groat iujury to the reform by direi t 
violations of me law, and by juggling 
with the classification, aud taking many 
places out from tlie operation of the 
mles for the nuke of naukiug party spoils. 
He lias also used the veto power to de- 
feat legislation intended to aid iu the 
execution of the Civil Service law. 

Ou the other hand, iu tho oity of 
Brooklyn, the movement hus received 
great aid aud encouragement iu the 
adoptiou of the Boston rules for appoint- 
ment of city luboiers, and iu the uupur- 
lisuu administration of Mayor Sohiereu 
and his appointees. 

A vigorous Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation of 2f>0 members has been organ- 
ized in Harvard College, and a movement 
is uuder way looking to their formation 


in a number of other colleges. 

An association has also been organized 
in Washington oity. 

An attempt is now in progress to excite 
a more general interest in tlie Abolition 
of political spoils, by the formation of a 
great National Anti-Spoils League. This 
movement is under the management, of 
the officera of the National Civil Service 
Reform League. More than 8400 signa- 
turea of membership are already actually 
received. These are scattered through- 
out the entire countiy, representing 
about 000 different localities, and 47 
different states and territories. In more 
than 00 different cities where there are 
at present no local Civil Service Reform 
Associations, the number of signers ia 
sufficient to warrant immediate steps 
toward pe manent organization. 

Individual members of our association 
havo conti i tuned $31.00 to further tho 
work of the Anti-Spoils League. 

Our own association lias lost several 
members during the past year, by death 
and by removals. We havo a present 
total of 308 members. It is now four 
years sin e any active movement has 
been undertaken toward increasing our 
list, and it would seem as if tho present 
might he a favorable time to place our 
principles before the largo number of 
new residents, who have come into our 
territory, and invite them to become 
identified with our movement.

Boulevard in Auhtirndnlc. 

To the Editor •!>** Graphic:— 

The people of Auburndale are not yet 
fully awakened to the importance of the 
new boulevard, which is projected in 
their midst, and a little further discus- 
sion and explanation would seem quite 
proper. 

It goes without saying, that the centre 
of a town is the place whero may be 
found its railway station, postoffice and 
principal business blocks, and any boule- 
vard which leaves these at one side, in- 
j ires those properties and does not con- 
sult the convenience of the inhabitants. 
This would be particularly true of Au- 
burndale where everyone is obliged to go 
to and from the station more or less, 
and where we have as yet no postal 
delivery system. 

A boulevard was originally a road 
built upon the high walls and fortifica- 
ti >ns of a ciy, and was intended fur giv- 
ing its citizens a fine view in all direc- 
tions, the word coming directly from the 
French, meaning bulwark, andweshould 
see to it that our boulevard is not only 
handsome and attractive in its* If but 
that everything around it is beautiful. 
There should be no houses at sharp 
angles or turning their backs upon it, 
and all buildings should be placed at 
reasonable distances away from it and 
from each other. For this reason care 
slnmld be taken to select a rome not 
hickly settled, where too much prouerty 
would havo to be disturbed, for no 
matter how small or poor a man’s home 
may be, it i« “Heim, schweet Heim’’ to 
h»m, and he does not enjoy leaving it to 
accommodate, and finds it bird to 
rec mcile himself to the law ot eminent 
domain. 

We must use the care and forethought 
of William Penn, who la:d out the plan 
of Philadelphia’s streets so skilfully that 
they have remained the same to this day, 
a matter of two hundred years or more. 

We must consider both the experience 
of the last hundred years and tlie pioba- 
bilities of the hundred years to come, and 
through these magnifying spectacles we 
see tl at new boulevards should follow or 
parallel existing roads and turnpikes, as 
these iudicate in which direction people 
most desire to travel, nud they should 
also follow in a general way natural 
watercourses. 

Tho Rowe street route, so called, opens 
an entirely new direction and disturbs a 
large amount of already established 
property. It nsks tor a new bridge over 
the railroad and asks to do away with 
Rowe street entirely. (This title of 
Rowe street is very misleading. It is no 
more Rowe street than it is Auburn 
street or auy other street which it 
happens to cross, aad has no connection 
whatever with Rowe street.) By tearing 
down, buying up and destroying some 
very good property, taking a nick here, 
a corner there and a little somewhere 
else, it seeks to build up a section of Au 
burndale at city expense, which is use- 
ful as it now stands and which can never 
be made into desirable estates for flue 
residences. It will go near coal sheds, 
through livery stables, over marshes aud 
low lands, for the sake of arriyiug— 
where? 

It will bo a road beginning no where, 
ending no where, a convenience aud 
source of pride to no one. 

There is another route about which 
little has been said, but which has been 
well approved by nanv fair minded citi- 
zens. 1 speak of the Berkeley place 
route. 

A general direction following Wood- 
land avenue and Auburn street iu almost 
parallel lines and continuing the 
“northern route” direc’ly, would pass 
over the hill where are some tlue build- 
ing lots near the hotel, to land owned 
formerly by Mr. Noyes, and now largely 
by E. L Pickard, Esq. Crossing Maple 
street at right angles as it Bhould, this 
route passes through the Willard Rico 
estate, whioh is a very valuable property 
awaiting development. By setting the 
Rioo house back a little, the boulevard 
would make a graceful curve, between 
the two handsome houses of N. F. Nye, 
Esq , and Mr. Frauk Miller, and taking 
off a sharp corner at Central street, 
which has always beeu considered dan- 
gerous, it would cross the property of 
Mr. Durliug, and so in full view of our 
pretty station by a wideued bridge, enter 
Auburndale. The expense of this route 
would be comparatively little. Laud 
would largely be given, aud its ootivenl- 
ieuce and attractiveness caunot be over 
estimated. 

Let us hear the objections to such a 
boulevard as this before we decide.

THE LICENSES. 


The long struggle over the licensing of 
druggists in Newton was onded .Tues- 
day evening, when the board finally 
granted all but three of the licenses 
asked for, with the intimation that any 
druggist found violating the law would 
h ive his license revoked without de- 
lay. 

As so many prominent residents of 
Upper Falls had protested against any 
license being granted for that village, 
the board acted on their advice, and 
Upper Falls will have the distinction the 
coming year of being the only village in 
Newton without a license. 

In Nonantum the two drug stores 
which had a license last year were again 
favored, but there have been sa many 
complaints from this section that the 
action of the board is looked upon as 
rather inconsistent. Most people will 
fail to understand why they should not 
have applied the same principle to Non- 
antum that they applied to Upper Falls, 
and it is understood that several mem- 
bers of the board advocated this, and 
urged that the board should either grant 
all the licenses asked for by the former 
holders, or else should treat them all 
alike and refuse to grant licenses to any 
druggist to whom objections were made. 
The board were in possession of remon- 
strants against a number of druggists, 
and the evidence was quite as strong 
against them as against the one whose 
license was refused. 

However, it has beeu a very difficult 
question to decide, find the contest 
made, and the long discussion of the 
board in their secret sessions, will prob- 
ably serve as a useful warning in cases 
'where it is needed, that the simple pro- 
visions of the law must be strictly ob- 
served. or else there will be trouble 


The Metropolitan park commission 
aud the state board of health have pre- 
pared an elaborate plan for the redemp. 
tion of the banks of the Charles river as 
far as the Waltham line, and making 
them into a chain of recreation grounds, 
expanding here and there into broad, 
park-like spaces, with drives and prome- 
nades, and a magnificent speedway a mile 
long in Brighton. The daily papers have 
given full reports of the plan, which 
seems a feasible one, and one uot too ex- 
pensive to be carried out. It would be 
of great benefit to Newton, and the other 
towns included, as the river would theu 
become au attractive Bpot, iustaud of an 
offence to the sight and the smell, which 
it is at present. The main feature of the 
plan is to bui d a dam across the river 
from the Cbarlesbauk to the front in 
Eist Cambridge, which would convert 
lae stream above into a full basin of 
fresh water, maintained at a level of 2 1 2 
feet below the high water mark. The 
landscape architects, Messrs. Olmsted, 
Olmsted & Eliot, explain the plan in a 
very instructive and interesting manuer. 
Taey say “the advantage which would 
be reaped by the towns and cities of the 
river valley from the joint possession of 
a thoroughly pleasant route of travel to 
an 1 from Boston is so obvious that it 
need only *be mentioned. Roads built 
upon the boundaiies of the proposed 
reservation would provide a continuous 
parkway from Waltham to the heart of 
Boston 1 ' In conclusion they sty: 
“Charles river, freed flour aewage, from 
dr-filing industries, from mud fit's aud 
fiom mud batiks, and dedicated with its 
borders to the use aud enjoyment of the 
public as a drain ige cliauuel, au open 
spac^, a parkway, a chain of playgrounds 
aud a boating course, will perforin its 
highest possible service to the ruetropoli- 
(.•u community, aud will return to the 
community profits both tangible aud iu* 
tangible, which will anuuitly increase.” 


State House addition ought to serve as a 
warning, and the state certainly does not 
want the graceful and historic old build- 
ing replaced by anything that resemb’os 
the new structure iu the rear, on which 
so many millions have been expended. 
Tho defeat of tho bill is very creditable 
to the good senso of the majority of the 
house, who evidently could not be per- 
suaded even by the eloquence of four ex- 
governors, to do a thing which they 
wore confident would not be endorsed by 
the citizens. Tbo old building means 
something, it has a history full of inter- 
esting associations, and it is a simple, 
harmonious and pleasing building. It 
can be easily repaired and made safe for 
another century, while a new building 
would merely ropreseut the expenditure 
of so much money, and would probably 
be far inferior, architecturally con- 
sidered, to the present building. 


The aldermen have adopted the boule- 
vard bill and have taken the preliminary 
steps towards passing the orders for the 
laving out of the Central boulevard, and 
they will be passed as soon as possible, 
when work will be begun. A force from 
the city engineer’s office have been at 
work this week, surveying the first 
section, in order to make the changes re- 
quired in tbo layout. 


An Auburudale correspondent has an 
interesting article on another page, on 
the route of the boulevard through that 
section, and presents some very forcible 
arguments in favor of a different route 
than the one heretofore favored. 


This has been a very dry week in New- 
ton, as the licenses were not issued till 
late yesterday afternoon, and no sales 
could be legally made at any of the drug 
stores.

The System In Scandinavia. 

In Sweden and Norway the system has 
been at work for some 20 years. It is there 
applied only to distilled drinks. In each 
of those countries it has cut down the 
amount consumed more than one-lmlf. 
Finland is now trying it with like good 
effects. On the other hand, in Denmark, 
with a similar population, In Germany, 
and in almost every other nation, includ- 
ing our own, the consumption is going 
up instead of down. 

These fiut« have led to a thorough In- 
vestigation of the subject by a commis- 
sion appointed by the governor a year 
ago. and consisting of ex-Judge Lowell of 
the United States « ircuit court. Dr. Bow- 
ditch. dean of the Harvard medical 
school, and John Graham Brooks, the 
well known sociologist. This commis- 
sion has prepared an elaborate report, 
and recommends the present bill, to 
which it is probable that some amend- 
ments will be made, still further perfect- 
ing it. 

The most striking feature of the com- 
missioners’ report has to do with the

J. G. Thorp, Jr.: 

My Bear Sir— I cannot attend the hearing 
on the Norwegian bill, Monday, as I must 
leave for New York early in the day. 

I am in favor of the bill. 

First, last and always, I am a prohibition- 
ist; and I favor the Norwegian bill, because. 
If righteously administered, its tendency will 
be toward prohibition. If our good temper- 
ance people would carefully study the bill, I 
think their objections to it would disappear. 
For, if the bill is carried, we snail continue to 
have “local option" in Massachusetts, and the 
same proportion of towns and cities voting no 
license that we now have. 

But in the towns and cities that vote for 
license the Norwegian system offers a chance 
for great improvement. It can only lie adopted 
in those places by a majority vote. But, then 
it eliminates the element of personal protit 
from the sale of liquor, which now keeps it 
alive, and makes it nourishing. * 

It extinguishes the saloon, as it now exists 
a noxious agent in politics, the headquarter* 
of a most dangerous class, and a perpetual 
menace to the community. And It transfers 
the control of liquor selling from the very 
worst elements of society to the hands of men 
who abominate the whole business, and only 
consent to take charge of it that they may 
minimize its evils ami ultimately extinguish 
them. I don't wonder thut the liquor-selling 
fraternity tight the bill. But I do wonder that 
our honest, straightforward temperance peo- 
ple cannot see the power it gives them. 

During the anti-slavery campaign we an- 
athematized the hideous business of buying 
and selling human beings. We riddled it 
with the arrows of our satire and poured into 
it the Got shot of our remorseless moral logic; 
and yet we all rejoiced when his Emdish 
friends bought Frederick Douglass, so that lie 
could return to America and bombard t lie 
colossul national sin of slavery with his fervid 
eloquence. 

Again and again and again we contributed 
to buy slaves who had escaped from the south 
when we could not run them into Canada, 
notwithstanding some of our noblest aboli- 
tionists remonstrated aguinxt the practice, as 
our good temperunce people now remonstrate 
against the Norwegian bill. Now that the 
smoke and noise of the conflict have subsided, 
we see that we were right. 

I hope that the bill may pass. It is one 
means leading to t lie end— prohibition. It 
will kill our present horrible saloon system, 
and give us cleaner and purer municipal 
politics; for a better set of men will be drawn 
Into municipal affairs. Yours truly,

; Ex-Gov»«rnor Long’s Letter. 

Boston, April 11, 1894. 

Dear Mr. Thorp: 

I have not given the Norwegian bill suffl- 
cient study, nor tin I comprehend its effect 
enough to give un opinion as to its merits by 
which I should wish to be bound. But I am 
much impressed by the statement which Mrs. 
Livermore mu Cu Under our present law we 
have prohibition in all towns that vote for It; 
and, the Norwegian Gill not upplving to them, 
they would not be affected by it. I under- 
stand that it will apply to those only which 
have twice in succession voted for license. In 
those, therefore, it would lie simply a ques- 
tion between the present system of lieense 
with the j i » o t going to t he professional liquor 
sole win h - very fimulus to enlarge that 
pro t> ad h • Norwegian system, which 
more > Im ply restrains and regulates t lie 
t rattle and gi\e> the prollt to responsibl* 
hands, with no imlutemeut to enlarge it.

greatly decreased consumption of spirits 
in Scandin.iv.a in distinction from 
other countries. This matter is illus- 
trated iu the cut accompanying this arti- 
cle, which is self-explanatory. 

What the Bill Provides. 

The Dill, which is permissive only, as it 
will he amended in the house, can 
apply .done to places which, for two sne- 
i e-sive years, h »ve voted "yes” on the 
license question. In such prnces, if (1) it 
is petition d for by enough legal voters, 
and (2) bonds are given to orgauize a suit- 
able company, then, (3) this question 
must go on the Australian ballot: 

"If ItcjnrM if u u e of intoxicating 
liquors are grante l in this city (or town), 
shall they b • granted under the Norwe- 
gian system?” 

On this question the community will 
vote "Yes” and "No.” 

The bill provides for regulating the 
companies to receive the licenses, and re- 
quires a local board, consisting of the 
chief public officers of a place, to decide 
which of the applying companies shall 
receive the licenses. By this means it 
would be the fault of the place if good 
men did not get the privilege rather thun 
bad men. Again, if the spirit of the law 
is not complied with, the proper officer 
may wind up the company. 

Every safeguar l being thus provided, 
what are the peculiarities of the system? 

First— The se leri must he on salary, 
with no inducement to increase sales. 

Second — Except a small p«-r cent on in- 
vestment — not on sales — and the running 
expenses, all the proceeds must be applied 
to objects of public utility, such as read- 
ing rooms, industrial education, etc. 
Thus the incentive to push the business 
for gain is taken away. 

Third— The persons making up the 
company are philanthropists, going into 
it with the intent, where liquor must bo 
sold, to reduce the sales to the lowest pos- 
sible amount. Thus the places will he un- 
attractive, the hours of sale short and 
very strict rules ubout whom to sell to, 
how much, etc., wlU be made aud rigidly 
enforced. 

The bill applies to all alcoholics, in- 
stead of to spirits alone, as in Scandina- 
via. It is a new departure in temperance 
reform on two lines: (1) No-license where 
ever possible. (2) The best system of 
licenses, where licenses must be granted, 
rather than the worst. And by "best” is 
meant that which will most discourage 
and limit drinking. It will also tuke the 
liquor traffic out of politics, where it is 
at present the source of untold evils. 

The advocates of the bill iuclude some 
of the hardest workers for prohibition in 
the state. They are deud in earnest. 
They say that they are tired of fishing with 
only one kind of hook, ami tire now going 
to try two— a Norwegian fly, for fish which 
will not take the old-fashioned angle- 
worm. 


FIRE IN A S( IIOOLIIOUSE. 


MARCH OUT IN 


The fire in the Adnnis Hchoolhouso Ust 
week was remarkable for the presence 
of mind of Mr. Arthur A. Gil belt, the 
master, and his assistant, Miss Alice 
Fisk, as owing to their coolness and 
courage all the children marched out in 
regular order, and did not know of the 
fire till they were out of the building, 

Miss Fisk gave the following account 
of the affair to a report r: Site said that 
soon after 2 o’clock, sho was standing 
beforo the principat’s desk talking to 
Mr. Gilbert, when she saw him start as 
he glanced out of the wiudow. 

My eyes naturally followed his,” she 
said,” nud I noticed a light smoke blow- 
ing by, past the fire escape. For an in- 
stant we both thought it was a bonfire, 
and in almost the samo instant realized 
that it could not be. 

He said very quietly. ‘Get the little 
ones out from upstairs immediately.’ and 
1 turned and went upstairs. 

Miss Chapman has been sick, and all 
of her scholars were in Miss Wellington’s 
care. This made aboutsixty in the room 
al Together, some quite largo, and some 
small, and as 1 opened the door it came 
over me that there would be no chance 
for tlie little ones in case of a panic. 

"Miss Wellington was standing amoDg 
a group of children, so that I could not 
alarm her first. But the children are 
quite used to receiving directions from 
me, ami I asked in an ordinary tone, 
Wouldn’t you children like to go out on 
the lawn for a few moments?’ Some of 
them looked up a litile surprised, aud 
the rest came like au inspiration: ‘When 
we all get out there wo will salute the 
flag in honor of Grant’s birthday.* ” 

Some of the children suspected trouble, 
and were trembling as they passed out ot 
the door, but the teachers patted them on 
the shoulders, and every one passed out 
in good order. Headmaster Gilbert had 
meanwhile been getting the small pupils 
out from down stairs. In less than three 
minutes every child was out of the build- 
ing and safe on tbe lawn. Miss Fisk 
and Miss Wellington, when they had seen 
the little ones safely down stairs, went 
back to the dressing room and threw 
the bats nnd cloaks that had been left 
there out of the wiudows. 

No child lost so much ns a 25-cent 
cap,” said Miss Fisk with considerable 
satisfaction. "We -had not gotten out a 
miuute too soon, either,” she continmd, 
for as 1 went back to the room it was 
already full of smoke. Not. ch< king 
full, but enough to have caused a panic. 
My own hat and j icket were in a closet 
down stairs and I stopped to get them, 
but as I opened the door a great black 
cloud of smuke rolled out, and I saw it 
was too late. It seemed a pity to go 
away without saving anything, so I 
stepped to my desk and t->ok out the 
specimens ot tbo children’s best work 
— that we have been saving — they were 
ail tied up in a great package, and if I 
had sat down and considered for half an 
hour 1 couldn’t have made a better selec- 
tion.” 

Although she will cot confess that she 
was afraid, Miss Fisk shows the signs of 
the strain she has been thr- ugh, and 
clasps and unclasps her hands a bit nerv 
'jndy as she talks. 

"Of course 1 hadn't been in a bit of«pal 
danger,” she went on; "but the children 
had to wait for the last of us teachers to 
get out, and when we came onto the 
lawn they made a great fuss over us.” 

The fire caused a great deal of excite- 
ment among the mothers, who came 
running to the building from every direc- 
tion, only to find their children safe. 

The fire apparatus was shortly upon 
the scene, aud the scholars all being 
outside, it was but a short time before 
the department had succeeded in placing 
the fire under control, although as an 
extra precaution a second alarm was 
sounded. 

The damage to the building was in the 
vicinity of $4000, while the damage to 
textbooks will bring the total loss nearly 
to the sum of $5000. The building was 
not insured. 

The blaze originated in a room which 
is used tor storage purposes. Nothing 
was in the room that, in the opiniou of 
the firemen, could have caused spoil- 
's neous combustion. 

The room was located on the ground 
floor, just iu tbe rear of the only fire 
escape, which is of a covered kind. * The 
fire cut off all possible escape by meaus 
of that exit, aDd thus rendero 1 the cool- 
uess of the principal and teachers of 
greater import. 

Tbe origin of the fire is not known, 
although front the fact that the outside 
door of the storage room was open, aud 
that the leaves had just beeu raked up in 
the yard, it is believed that some of Lite 
children ntay have beeu playing with 
matches and either accidentally or otbt r- 
wise started the lire. School had beeu 
iu session just long enough after the 
noon recess for the fire to have got under 
way. It crept up the walls by the venti- 
lator pipes, which make a fine draft for a 
fire, if they serve no other purpose, and 
the most of the damage from tire was iu 
the top story of the building. There 
was no sign of fire iu the cellar, or near 
the furnace pipes.

The Norwegian System. 

Interest in the so-called Norwegian 
liquor system is waxing. It has wou 
favor io a remarkable degree, and the 
powerful friends gained to that side ex- 
pect to make a demonstration before the 
Legislature comes to consider the bill, 
advetsely reported from committee, 
wiiich will change that verdict. Ex-Gov. 
Long put the case for tlio.bill in a light 
which causes one to wonder how ther 
cau be much of any opposition to it, out- 
side of the liquor-dealing interests. lie 
repeats tint statement made by Mrs, 
Livermore that the scheme does not in 
terfere at all with towns voting for uo- 
licenseaml would affect only those decid- 
ing upon a liceuse policy. He proceeds: 

lu those, therefore, it would be simply 
a question between the present system of 
license (with the profit going to the pro- 
fessional liquor seller who has every 
H'imulus to enlarge that profit) aud the 
Norwegian system, which more shut-ply 
restrains and regulates the ti attic and 
gives the profit to responsible bunds, 
with no inducement to enlarge it. Even 
in our limmse towns it could not be 
adopted except by majority vote. It 
would sei-rn, therefore, that, first, there 
is very litile chance, even if the bill is 
enacted, of its becoming operative at 
present iu more than two or three mu- 
nicipalities; the rest will wait the result 
in them; and second, that iu those two or 
tluee it cannot be worse, but is likely to 
be better in its effects than the license 
system which it will displace. Under 
these a^cu in stances I am inclined to 
think that it would bo wise to try the 
experiment, if ouly us au experiment, iu 
those two or three towns that would give 
it u chauce.

The school committee held a special 
nieetii g last evening to consider what 
provision should be made for the child- 
ren of the Adams school. 

The nnyor presided and all except 
Messrs. Knapp aud Brackett were pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Smith Raid that it had Reemed wise 
to the members of the schoolhouse com- 
mittee to investigate the matter without 
previous instruction from tho Board and 
the result of that consideration he sub- 
mitted in the form of a report. 

They reported that the Adams bui d- 
ing was a cheap, worthless affair, aud it 
would take from $0,000 to $10,000 to re- 
pair it, and then the building will not be 
satisfactory. They recommend a new 
location west of the present structure, 
where more land cau be secure.!, and the 
immediate erection of an 8 room build- 
ing, with hall, and heating capacity suf- 
ficient to heat auother four room build- 
iug for primary aud kindergarten 
scholars. They claim that Newton is be- 
hind other cities in its school buildings. 

The report was signed by C. S, Oner, 
J. El sard Hollis, J R. Smith of the 
school house committee and Mis. Martin, 
W. C. Boyden and C. A. Drew of the 
Ward committees. 

The superintendent upon request ex- 
pressed himself as favorable to the re 
port as submitted. 

The discussion which followed was 
general. 

The school buildings were not insured 
so no revenue could be derived from that 
source. The cost of the building would 
probably he about the same as tho eight 
room house at Newtou Highlands, $50, 000. 

The estinutes for repairs were very 
etrefelly made by the inspector and 
a conservative builder whose figures 
came out within $25 ou separate esti- 
ma'es. 

The etTect of the proposed new 12 
room fniilding at West Newton on the 
Adams district was shown to lie slight, 
but Mr. Ward’s argument that an eight 
room school house would soon he out- 
growu aud it would be advisable to look 
far into the future seemed well taken. If 
West Newton needed a 12 room house be 
thought Xewtonville, situated iu two 
school districts instead of oue would 
soon need better provision tbau au 8 
room building could give. It was de- 
monstrated th itt) rooms of the proposed 
buildiug aud 8 rooms of the West New- 
ton building ooulii be at ouce occupied 
The four room building wanted adja- 
cent, would ba used for kiudergarten aud 
primary grades ouly. 

An order was filially passed rt questing 
the city couucii to erect a school build 
iug of at least 8 rooms aud hall accord 
ing to the recommendations contained iu 
tlie report. 

After passiug an order complimeutiug 
Master Gilbert and teachers of the 
Adams school upon their vigileuce aud 
care on tho afternoon of tlie fire, the 
board adjourned.

A special meeting of both branches of 
tlie city council was held last evening. 

Tho mayor presided in the aldeimanio 
chamber and ail were present. Tbe 
reading of rpcords wan omitted and at 8 
o’clock a number of bearings were open- 
ed as follow*: 

For sewers in private land of John and 
Geo. K. Ward.et al; private land between 
Temple place and Washington street; 
private land between Crescent and Rowe 
streets. No remonstrant* appearing the 
above were speedily closed. 

The doors between the chambers were 
then thrown open aud a joint hearing 
given before boih boards on the orders 
to lay out the first three sections of the 
Newton Central boulevard. A large 
number of inteiested citizens were pres- 
ent. 

Tbe first section was first considered. 

Mr. Gaspar represented Jerome A. 
Barber who wished to protest against 
the city taking 65,000 feet of bis land 
which seemed more than necessary, nis 
land was high and very valuable while 
straightening of the course of the boule- 
vard would relieve him and take less val- 
uable land from other abuttors. He 
simply wished to enter a protest. 

Tbe hearing was closed and those on 
tbe second and third section opened. 

The latter called out remonstrants in 
the persons of Messrs. E. B. Towne, 
John Sheehan, Ryan, M. Corcoran, Pen- 
derghast and others who wanted to lose 
less land by tbe boulevard lines as laid 
out 

The joint hearing was then closed. 

A communication was received from 
CbaB. Ward Post 62, G. A. PL requesting 
tbe city council to participate in the Me- 
morial Day exercises. 

Alderman Plummer as a member of 
the board aDd also of the Post wished 
there could be a larger representation 
this year than usual. 

The invitation was accepted. 

Communications from the board of 
health, recommending immediate action 
in improving the condition of Boyd’s 
pond, recommending the construction of 
a sewer in Faxon and Dalby streets, also 
in River street beyond the Franklin 
schoolbouse. They also gave notice of 
proposed action in tbe m itter of connect- 
ing the Mason school building with the 
sewer. Received. 

A communication was received from 
Henrietta E. Denuison with reference to 
sewer construction. 

Ac the request of the Newton Street 
Railway Co. the mayor and aldermen re- 
scinded the appointment as speci d po- 
lice. of Messrs. Bailey, Kilroy, Hawkes, 
Keefe. Leonard, O’Neil, Mason, Cash- 
man, Green, Henderson, McDonald, Tay- 
lor, Fishe, Grimes, and McNeil. 

Stephen Childs, et al petitioned for 
cross walk on Webster street near Web- 
ster park. M. H. Chase, ec al peti- 
tioned for sewer in Anstin street; E. M. 
Rummery petitioned for concrete side- 
walk Centril place; Thos. A. Shelton pe- 
titioned for concrete sidewalk, Erie 
avenue. Al! referred. 

Aidermau Roffe presented a communi- 
cation from the residents of Pelham 
street, Newton Centre, representing that 
the proposed grade established by stakes 
recently set would raise the sidewalks 
above their lands. They wished a grade 
established in conformity to the grade 
of the estates ahu'ticg on the street and 
furthermore wished the trees od the 
south side removed and replaced by uew 
ones inside their lines agreeing in return 
to contract with the city for edgestoues. 

Chas. II. Tain ter was appointed a spec- 
ial patrolman without pay except when 
on duty. 

Tbe citizens of Newton Centre through 
theN.

transferred from the appropriation for 
removal of ashes to the salary of the 
inspector of buildings for inspection of 
plumbing. 

A communication from the school 
board was received requesting that the 
city council erect an eight room school 
building with hall to replaoe the burned 
Adams sohoolhouse. 

The recommendation of the sohool- 
house committee of the board, which 
accompanied it was read by the mtyor. 

It was referred to the public property 
committee. 

HEARINGS GALORE. 

At 7.30 o'clock a long list of heariugs 
were opened and closed as follows: 

For sewer in Suffolk road and Kings- 
bury street; sewer in private land near 
the B. & A. railroad, West Newton; 
sewer in private land between Elm street 
and B. A' A. railroad; sewer in Essex 
road; sewer in Glen avenue, southeast; 
sewer in Suffolk road from Hammond to 
Woodward street; rounding southeast 
corner of Central street and Woodland 
avenue; sewer in Gasometer court; sewer 
in private land from Hunnewell terrace 
to Barnes street; rounding northwest 
corner of Elmwood aud Park streets; for 
electric light poles in Waverley avenue, 
Bridge street and Highland avenue. 

The hearing on petition of the N. & 
W. Gas Light Co. for poles on Mt. Ida 
street and Newtonville avenue called out 
some remonstrants. 

Mr. O. B. Truesdell of M;. Ida street 
objected to having the poles placed on 
his side of the street. He had no objec- 
tion to having them placed ou the op- 
posite side, which he believed would be 
objectionable to no one as no house 
fronted the street on that side. 

Mr. J. F. Gallagher said he had wired 
his house for electric lighting and the 
company were endeavoring to run wires 
to furnish the light. He could see no 
reason for Mr. Truesdell’s objecting to a 
pole on the other corner of the street, 
when one corner was already thus occu- 
pied. 

It was explained that there were three 
poles to be placed on Mt. Ida street and 
two on Newtonville avenue. 

Supt. W. E. Holmes stated that this 
was the third location that had been sub- 
mitted in an endeavor to reach Mr. 
Gallagher’s house. 

The hearing was then closed. 

The quarterly report of the overseers 
of the poor was received. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

The mayor made the following ap- 
pointments: 

To be sergeant of police, Frederick M. 
Mitchell. 

The confirmation by the hoard did not 
follow, as is customary, instead Aider- 
man Hunt made a motion that the ap- 
pointment be tabled. The motion pre- 
vailed and it was tabled. 

This is the lirst instance but one in 
nearly 20 years that a p dice appoint- 
ment made by the mayor has uot re- 
ceived immediate confirmation by the 
aldermen. 

Specirl policemen at the Pettee Ma- 
chine Works were appointed in the 
persons of Timothy Conaelly, Daniel 
Ford and J. V. Sullivan. 

A bill of $14,000 for the use of hydrants 
and 1835.3} for watering troughs, were 
-approved. 

The inspector of buildings referred to 
the contemplation of the biaid a peti- 
tion from Louis Jones for the erection of 
a stable 26x04 feet ou Waban Hill, 1000 
feet from any other building. 

Alderman Bothfeld wauted to hear 
from Inspector Elder ahouc the petitiou. 
tie thought it w.is about lime the board 
got, rid of these matters. 

Al lertnau Hunt wanted to know what 
was the trouble that the inspector could 
not grant a stable permit without bring- 
ing it before the board? 

Inspector Elder was called aud the 
mayor asked if he knew of auy objec- 
tions to granting the peli ion. 

Inspector Elder — I do not kuow of auy 
objection. 

Alderman Hunt— The stable is to be 
constructed of brick is it not? 

Inspect >r Elder — I do uot kuow. 

Altierm in Hunt— Tha is what I have 
understood. 1 see no re isiq for uot 
grautiug t‘>o petition, for the stable is to 
be located 1U00 feet from auy other 
building. I move it be grained. 

It was grained bv vote of the board. 
The petition of U. S. Hatch for a coal 
shed 60x96 feet in size aud for stable 
30x30 leet, distant 100 tbet from any but 
his office building, came before the board 
in the same manner aud was granted on 
motion of Alderman Hunt. 

A third was tuat of E. W. Foster for a 
stable 12x20 feet in size for one horse. 
Alderman Ruinery emphatically moved 
to graut, aud this euded the budding 
permits. 

The sewer committee through Alder- 
man Hunt reported, recommending a 
new main drain aud sewer in Ml. Vernon 
and Morton streets. 

Aldermau Bothfeld introduced an 
amendment to Ordinance 4, Seel. 16 of 
the ordinances, governing the finance 
committee. This was hereafter parsed 
to be enrolled. 

The highway committee reported, 
giving VV. E. Hick >x et al., leave to with- 
draw, recoinmeudiug that the northwest 
corner of Prospect aud Pearl street be 
i'ouuded.aud that petitions by the follow- 
ing he granted: N. J. Holmes, T. G. 
Estes, M. J. Kimball, G, E Guilbert, J. 
K. Taylor, O. K. Clark, Bourne et al., 
Melleu Bray. Orders iu reference to the 
above, appointing hearings, were later 
passed. 

The widening of Wahan street from 
Pearl street to W.ibau park was r com- 
mended, aud an order n i*aod that it be 
widened to 40 feet, aud appointing a 
hearing. 

An order was Hissed changing tin- 
name of Woodland avenue to Woodland 
road. 

An order was passed for the construc- 
tion of cross walk at Centre aud Rice 
streets and sidewalks on Lowell aud 
Kdiuboro streets. 

An order was passed to round the 
corners of Elmwood aud Park streets. 

An order granting Celia Burwell a 
beuing ou the rounding of Prospect 
aud Curve streets was passed. 

Au order giving notice to those inter- 


ested nnd appointing a hearing on the 
widening of Waban street was passed. 

Alderman Bothfeld atnted that the 
land, about 9000 feet, was given by the 
abuttors. 

An ordor was passed for the rounding 
of Contral street and Woodland avenue. 

Alderman Hamilton presented nil order 
transferring $600 from the board of 
health appropriation for removal of 
ashea to to the salary of the inapector of 
buddings for the inspection of plumb- 
ing. 

Geo. F. Hall petitioned for sower in 
private land from Chapel to Dalby 
street, referred: Carl Emmett and Chas. 
Miller petitioned for street musicians 
license, John J. Cooney for one wagon. 
The latter were granted. 

Thos. Clark and John Brown’s petition 
to parade a fife and drum corps in New- 
ton Centre was granted subjoct to polioe 
regulations. 

An order was passed releasing that 
part of the land in Needham used by the 
city water works, which was unneces- 
sary. 

An order for sewer in Morton street 
was passed. 

Alderman Hunt said there were gentle- 
men present who would like to be heard 
in reference to the sewer to be built from 
Elm street. 

The hearing was re-opened at his re- 
quest. 

Mr. Asahel Wheeler and Mr. Nathaniel 
T. Allen spoke, but neither object to the 
sewer passing through their land, so the 
hearing was closed again. 

An order was passed granting the N. 
& W. O.is Light Co. a location on the 
west side of Mt. Ida street for three 
poles and on the south side of Newton- 
ville avenue for two poles also for eight 
poles on weit side of Wavorley avenue, 
one 40 ft. pole on Bridge street and three 
poles on the north side of Highland 
avenuo 

The aldermen adjourned at 8.24.

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THE CHARLES RIVER VALLEY. 


1IOW NEWTON’R PAItT OF IT WILL UK 
DKAUTIFIKD. 


Messrs. Olmsted, Olmsted & Eliot, tho 
landscape arehlteets, In their report out- 
lining a sohenie of Improvement for the 
Charles river such as will develop In tho 
highest degree the natural usefulness of 
the stream as nn open space and n drnln, 
describe the plan in detail. For this pur- 
pose they divide the river Into three sec- 
tions, as follows: First, the fresh water 
section ; second, the marsh section; third, 
tha basin section. The following gives the 
chief points of the plan as affecting this 
city: 

TIIK FKKSII WATKIt SECTION. 

The only fresh water section of Charles 
river with w.-'h the present inquiry Is 
concerned extends from the Watertown 
line to Watertown bridge. The stream 
here meanders tranquilly through a chain 
of open meadows generally bordered by 
low olufTs. Dams at Bends and Watertown 
detain the natural current and sprend the 
water surface in an agreeable manner. 
Neither the mendows nor the bluffs are as 
yet much occupied by buildings except In 
the near neighborhood of the two .lams. 

The public reservation begins arbitrarily 
at the Waltham line, in accordance with 
the terms of the act of the Legislature 
creating the commission, and extends east- 
ward between boundaries which It is pro- 
posed shall be -formed by existing or pro- 
spective public roads, affording fioncage 
for the adjacent private building land. 

River street, Watertown, follows the 
brink of the north side bluff, and therefore 
would form the most desirable north 
boundary It Is only for the sake of econo- 
my In land that the plan shows the reser- 
vation bounded by a new road proposed to 
be built parnllel with River street upon the 
level of the meadow. This] road would 
necessarily ascend to River street to avoid 
the Beinls mills. 

On the north side the road boundary of 
the reservation would first lie upon a little 
bluff occupied at the present time by two 
or three buildings; then It would cross the 
unoccupied level of Cheesecake brook 
valley, and would reach California street 
by following tho brink of a second and 
higher bluff, from which Is obtained a 
view up stream, including Prospect hill in 
Waltham. 

It should be noted in passing that 
Cheesecake brook has already been in 
eluded in a public reservation bounded by 
a road upon each bank, and that both the 
adjacent land owners and the public of 
Newton are well pleased therewith. 

The mills at Beniis cannot be Included In 
the reservation, for obvious reasons; but 
they are easily passed by River street and 
California street, and the existing build- 
ings are not a serious blot upon the land- 
scape of the river valley. 

Eastward from Beinis the north side 
boundary had best be the existing Pleasant 
street: but, as before, for reasons of econo- 
my, the plan proposes a new road approxi- 
mately parallel with Pleasant street as far 
as Howard street, from which point Pleas- 
ant street Itself should form toe boundary 
down to Watertown dam, where the reser- 
vation is necessarily again interrupted by 
mill building*. 

On the South side California street is 
proposed as the boundary ns far as Chapel 
street, and again from the Newton -Water- 
town line to Watertown bridge. Between 
these points the boundary may be fixed 
upon a new road, which should curve out 
to the brink of the bluff at the end of Los 
Angeles street, and then curve bnck again. 

Abreast of Watertown dam connection 
can easily be made with the public reserva- 
tion which the city of Newton proposes to 
create alonz the course of Laundry brook. 

THE MARSH SECTION. 

The middle section of the river, from 
Watertown bridge to Cottage Farm, Is 
characterized by extensive acres of salt 
marsh which border the wandering chan- 
nel. Here and there the marsh has been 
filled and a bit of sea wall built, but mote 
than nine-tenths of the total length of the 
river bank is still in its natural state. The 
marshes are generally unoocupied. 

The plan suggests that a bridge should 
eventually be built in continuation of Cali- 
fornia street, and that the public reserva- 
tion include the narrow strip of laud which 
lies between Wheeler street and the river, 
so that the continuity of the river drive 
may be unbroken. 

East of tile end of Wheeler street ttie 
boundary should he n new road, which may 
pass the end of Irving street, follow the 
top of the bluff across tho Stickney estate, 
cross the end of Beechwond street, and 
roach North Beacon street bridge by filling 
a large part of the shallow expansion of 
the river which lies opposite the end of 
Prospect street. 

On the south side of this section of the 
river the Boston & Albany railroad Is built 
on an embankmeut not far from the river’s 
edge, while several commercial establish- 
ments occupy the river hank In the neigh- 
borhood of the village of Watertown. It is 
desirable that the land which lies between 
the Boston & Albany railroad and the 
stream should be made part of the public 
reservation, but more than this seems im- 
practicable. 

OPINION OK NEWTON MEN. 

Hon. Joseph S. Leesou, who has been 
closely identified with improvement pro- 
jects and who was a member ot the 
Newton boulevard commission, said: 

•*l am decidedly in favor of improve- 
ments aloug the river front, and in the 
carrying out of a plan to purify the 
stream and secure thereby an improved 
sanitary condition. At some time in the 
near future I had supposed that it 
might he decided to contiuue the line of 
Hie river parkway from Boston to and 
around Newton on the banks of the 
Charles river. Any development of that 
character would be in accordance with 
wise sanitary laws, and also in accord- 
ance with tbe general proposition that 
by beautifyiug and improving undesir- 
able spaces not only would the health of 
residents be subserved, but the value of 
oontiguous property increased. 

“The proposition to build a line of 
bouses between tbe residents on Beacon 
street and the water frout seems to mo 
ho manifestly uufair to the owuerB of 
Beacon street pr iperty I think that care- 
ful thought should be given before 
deciding to carry out that project. 
Common sense must regard existing con- 
ditions and take them into account, 
making proper ailjwanco foi equitable 
existing rights.'' 

ALDERMAN llOTUFKI.D 
said: "There can be no doubt of the 
greut beuelit that would result from the 
roposed Charles river iuiproveineut, 
otli from a sanitary und artistic point 
of view. The Huuuewell Hill Improve- 
ment Association of Newton bus been 
developing a plan for improving the 
river banks aud surrounding property 
from tbe Boston Hue to Watertown line. 
It was suggested that parks aud roorea- 
tion spots be laid out with drives, much 
after the plan lecommeuded in the joint 
recommendation of the statu board of 
health aud the metropolitan park com- 
mission. 

"Of course, the pluti proposed meets 
with the approbation of the members of 
our local improvement organization. 
Newton would be greatly benefited if tbe 
project is carried out. Thu most con- 
gested portion of the city is in wards L 
and 7, where there is no available land 
for park sites. The Charles river im- 
provement plan would, if carried out, 
give us beautiful park and reoreutiou 
grouuds in the section where they are 


most needed. 

"Ex-Mayor Hibbard, who was a mem 
her of the Charles river improvement 
commission, strongly advocated a simi- 
lar plan, that of damming the river and 
laying out walks, drives and recreation 

S rounds. He proposed locating tho 
am near Cottage Farm, but I believe 
tho location rocommonded in the joint 
report is better, because it, would given 
ho anti ful basin of water, extending into 
the subtil bs. The facilities for pleasure 
boating would ho admirable, and the 
wholo section above the dam could he 
made very attractive. I oannot conceive 
of any obstacle to carrying out tho pro- 
ject, if the state lends Its aid. 

'* The new buildings proposed along the 
Beacon street water front would, in my 
judgment, be an added feature, from an 
artistic standpoint. In fact, if thedi 
tails of tho improvement proposed are 
carried out tho Chailes river and sur- 
roundings would constitute one of the 
most, beautiful spots in tho world. 

"It is possible that the national gov- 
ernment may interpose an objection to 
damming the river, on account of the 
effect on tho tides in the harbor. The 
mill owners and manufacturers are quite 
likely to object. 

"I anticipate, however, that the first 
objection can be easily met, and ns tho 
second is wholly a selfish one, it should 
not be allowed to stand in the way." 

MR. WALTER U. LAWSON 

said : "As a citizen of Newton, interested 
in the improvement of the Charles river, 
both from the sanitary and artistic 
standpoints, I attended the hearings of 
tho Charles liver improvement commis- 
sion, held in the old court house in Bos- 
ton, and recommended the construction 
of a dam at the arsenal bridge. At sub- 
sequent meetings of citizens of Newton 
aud Watertown, held in tbe tatter place, 

I suggested tbe erection of a temporary 
dam, with the idea of determining if its 
construction would bring about the ad- 
vantages, sanitary and otherwise, that it 
was expected it would accomplish. 

"My proposition,” be continued, "was 
to build the dam 1 1-2 to 2 feet below 
high water. The joint recommendation 
of the Metropolitan park commission 
and state board of heslth to build it at 
high water involves some serious ques- 
tions. Tbe point to be considered is 
whether it will cause trouble to secure 
an accumulation of fresh water with no 
salt water to speak of coursing through 
it. It would seem to me feasible to 
dredge the upper section of tbe river, 
making the stream navigable as far as 
tbe Waltham dam. 

"I am strongly in favor of the im- 
provement of the Charles river, but 1 
think there are many important ques- 
tions to be taken into consideration in 
connection with the formulation of a 
plan that will accomplish the most de- 
sirable results. 

"The welfare of the community as a 
whole should, of course, give way to any 
questions of sentiment. I believe that 
the best place to put the dam would be 
at Cottage Farm bridge, where the river 
commences to narrow. Below that point 
the basin is already walled up." 

EX MAYOR HIDUARD, 

who was a member of the Charles river 
improvement commission, said: "1 am 
decidedly in favor of the plan recom- 
mended in the joint report. The river 
all the w.y from Milford, in my judg- 
ment, should be improved from a satii 
tnry and artistic standpoint by somp dis- 
interested set of men. If the investiga- 
tors of the river, interested in its im- 
provement, will go to Milford they will 
tiud there at its source more pollution 
than at almost any other point. 

"If it is intended to build a dam, the 
river should be thoroughly cleaned out 
from its source all the way down. Tbe 
scheme for improvement proposed is, 
however, a most enterpiisiug odd. 1 
cannot see any objection to building new 
bouses between Beacon street and the 
water front. It seems feasible to me and 
would greatly reduce tbe cost of the im- 
provement, 
improvement. 

"The dam, l think, should be located 
above the wharves. We ought to be 
able to get our coal up to Newton, 
Watertown and Waltham at water rates 
and we could if the plan proposed goes 
through. 

"Newton would do tho liberal thing, l 
think, in aiding tho carrying out of the 
improvement. Cambridge would be 
gieatly benefited, as it would redeem the 
entire sectiou of its lands borderiug ou 
ihe river. You caunot keep ou dumping 
sewerage iuto it. The state ought to 
feel favorably toward the proposed im- 
provement, as it has land interests aloug 
tho line of the stream where the section 
of tbe Metropolitan sewer is laid from 
Brighton to Waltham." 

IION. J. F. C. HYDE 

of Newton said: "The proposed Charles 
river improvement is a grand, good pro- 
ject, aud would be a great benefit to 
Boston and the outlying suburbs." 

MR. STERLING ELLIOTT 

of Newtou, editor of the L. A. W. 
migazina, Good Roads, was one of the 
oiiginators of the project of damming 
the Charles. lie said: 

"My proposition was to locate the 
dam at either Cottage Farm or Fmeuil. 
The site lecommeuded by the commis- 
sion is infiuitely better, however. No 
maiter ho-v much dredging you do, you 
caunot get the beauty that would obtain 
by keeping the water in the big basin 
proposed up to a certain height. The 
dam is entirely practical. Tbe entire 
body of the river runs through it and 
gives a beautiful water park, a place 
that would offer great attractions for 
leasure craft, including steam launches, 
t is quite likely, too, that transporta- 
tion facilities between the various cities 
aud towns would he afforded."

THE ADAMS SCHOOL. 


There is reported to be some dissatis- 
faction with the arrangements made for 
disposing of the children of the Adams 
school, since the burning of the build, 
ing, which is not at all surprising, as the 
arrangements are temporary ones, and 
it was not an easy matter to make pro- 
vision for the children. 

Many of the parents understand that it 
is only a temporary arrangement, and 
that the inconveniences are unavoidable, 
and therefore they are willing to put up 
with it, and not make the difficult task 
of the school authorities any more diffi- 
cult. 

The Jackson and Elliot schools, where 
the pupils have been placed, are a little 
farther away than the Adams building, 
but not so much so as to make the walk 
to and fro very burdensome to a healthy 
child, and besides there are the electric 
cars which can be used in extreme cases. 

As to the way in which the scholars 
were accommodated in the two build- 
ings, that is of course a matter for the 
teachers and superintendent to decide, 
and parents cannot help seeing that they 
would naturally make the be6t arrange- 
ment possible. Their course may seem 
arbitrary, and possibly if they could have 
had more time to consider the matter 
they might have made wiser arrange- 
ments, but as the inconveniences are 
only temporary, it is hardly worth while 
to make much of a protest. It will not 
continue more than the present school 
year, and it is easy to put up with an in- 
convenience if it is not to last more than 
a few weeks. 

A good deal of the trouble arises be- 
cause of over-senSitiveness on both sides. 
Parents of the Adams school pupils 
object to their children going to the 
Nonautum schools, and the parents of the 
children attending the latter are sensitive 
about such a feeling, and possibly are 
•too jealous and watchful of their rights, 
but such feelings are out of place in our 
public schools. All who atrend these 
are on a perfect equality, as far as their 
rights are concerned, and scholarship 
aud behavior are the only things to be 
regarded. Wo do not think the school 
authorities have had anything else in 
umind, and they have in one case at least 
given convincing proof of their iutentiou 
to treat all the pupils alike. Rich arid 
poor meet in the public schools ou an 
equal footing, and any effort to make 
distiuctions ou this account should be 
put dowu at once. The city pays for 
all, and just as much for the poor child 
as for the nch one, and the one should 
have just as good advautages, and uot 
better, than the other. 

But this affair has one important 
feature, which is worthy of commeut, id 
the loud call the school board are mak- 
ing for new and expensive school houses. 

Here is a school building made uutit 
for use by fire, and yet the scholars find 
accommodation in two neighboring 
school buildings, without difficulty aud 
without a serious overcrowding of either. 
There has been some talk of a new and 
expensive struoture being needed to re- 
place the Adams building, and a good 
deal has been said about the overcrowd- 
ed condition of the school buildings 
generally, yet here are the Jackson and 
Eliot schools which seem to have beeu 
very far from full. 

The starting of the parochial school 
ou Adams street bus drawu otf a large 
number of pupils from each, and people 
have been asking why it is out feasible, 
now that the Adams building is a ruin, 
to consolidate the Adams aud Jackson 
schools, by a rearrangement of the dis- 
tricts, and thereby save expense to the 
city? If the scholars in that section are 
uot likely to increase in any great degree, 
what is the need of two buildings and 
two corps of teachers, when one would 
suffice. 

If this is uot considered feasible for 
any reason, aud the Adams building can 
be repaired at small expense, it would 
hardly seem wise to put up a new and 
costly building there, wheu there are 
other sections of the city where uew aud 
larger buildings are more urgently need- 
ed, and where the school population is 
ceitain to iucrease. Superintendent 
Aldrich says the Adams buildiug could 
be made ready in a few weeks and it 
would seem to be the wisest plan to push 
ou the repairs as rapidly as possible, if 
the number of cbildreu iii that section is 
uufliciuut to make the building a 
necessity. 

THE CITY COUNCIL. 

The City Council at its special meet- 
ing, last evening, adopted the boulevard 


orders, awarded damages to abuttors, 
passed orders for the issuing of bonds to 
pay for construction and gave the mayor 
power to make contracts for the building 
of the roadway. This ends a long and 
tedious struggle and gives Newton a 
grand public impiovement. which can 
not fail to have the most Jbonofioial 
effect upon its future growth aud pros- 
perity. It is the greatost public enter- 
prise ever undertaken in Newton and 
the City Council is entitled to great 
credit for carrying it through, in the 
face of so many obstacles. 

Another important matter that has 
long been hauging in the air was taken 
up and put forward one important step, 
that of the widening of Washington 
street to 75 feet, an order being passed 
giving a hearing on a petition to have a 
building line established along the 
Caroline Barker estate in West Newton, 
so that a brick block cau be build, with- 
out interfering with the widening. This 
action shows that the city goverumeut 
iuteud some day to widen the whole 
street. 

Other important matters were attended 
to, as will be seen by the statement 
that expenses aggregating over $400,000 
were provided for, a great part of which 
of course was for the uew boulevard. 
There is no reasoa now why contracts 
should not be made at once, all along 
the route, and the work begun so that 
before winter sets in the boulevard may 
be an established fact. 


The annual report of the chief of the 
fire department for 1803, which has just 
been issued, gives some interesting 
figures of fire losses and insurance in 
Newton. During the year there was 
sixty- eightbell alarms, forty telephone 
and verbal calls, and two alarms for 
tires out of the city. The value of build- 
ings and contents where fires have oc- 
curred was $220,000, and owing to our 
excellent fire department the loss on 
same was only $53,342, of which $34,018 
were on buildings aud $18,424 on con- 
tents. On the total property at risk 
there was an insurance of $158,050, aud 
the amount of insurance! ipaid .was 
$47,033. The only great fire of the year 
was in the Stevens block, Newton High- 
lands, when tfie Iq bs w as about $ 30,000. 
The report shows that Newton is a very 
prof table fie ld fo r the insurance com- 
panies, the loss being a very sm ail "per 
cent of the total' property insured iu the 
city. The cost of the fire department 
for the year was $39,794.00, which did 
not include an expenditure of $2 051 39 
for thfe new station at Nonautum. . 


The Boston & AlbauyKroad does not 
make a very good showing iu its report 
for the quarter ending March 31. Gross 
earnings fell off, $285,037 to $2,020,570. 
Net earnings show a decrease of only 
$42,273, due to a tremendous cut iu oper- 
ating expenses. The three mouths re- 
ported on made up a worse time for the 
road thau the preceding quarter, when 
gross earnings fell off $209,000 from the 
figures for the same period in 1892. For 
the preceding three months covering the 
time of thepiuic the Alb my lost only 
about $20,000 in gross earnings. Tbe 
course of the road’s gross earuings for

Thus the gain of over four years was 
wiped out in the past quarter, reflecting 
a heavy falling off iu tbe [volume aud 
activity of business along tbe line of 
road. 


It is curious to uote bow carefully the 
interests of electric light and gas corpor- 
ations are guarded in the House, and uo 
legislation that could be construed as 
uufrieudly to them is allowed to pa<s 
without stroDg opposition. But the 
House is not so watchful over corporate 
interests as the Senate, which seems to 
regard it as its duty to look after the 
corporations first, and the people second. 

A G heat effort has beeu made in New- 
ton to get rid of the caterpillar pest, aud 
yet the nests are still seen about the city, 
on the apple and other fruit trees. A 
simple method of extermination is said 
to be, to tie a mop or bunch of rags to a 
pole, saturate it with kerosene and swab 
tbe nest well. The oil is said to kill tbe 
oaterpillars, and it is so simple a method 
that it is worth trying. 


Under the auspices of the North Side 
Improvement Society, the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners are to give to the 
citizens of Newtou an illustrated talk ou 
tbe proposed Charles River Improve- 
ment. The date will probably be ar- 
ranged today at the meetiug of the com- 
missioners, of which due notice will be 
given with place of holding tl\e meeting. 

The Boston Journal feels very proud 
of its work iu printing half tone cuts iu 
its S unlay issue, aud promises that next 
week they will look better, which is eu- 
corn aging for its readers. Half toue 
cuts in a daily paper have never yet been 
a biilliant success, but those iu the 
Journal look as well as the average.

construction of sewers. Also $15,000 
similailv received was applied to the 
sinking fund. 

Orders authorizing tho imno and sale 
of $1000 bonds not to exceed the sum of 
$200,000 to bear intorost at 4 por cent, 
payable in 20 years to lie denominated 
Newton boulevard Loan ;$50 000 in bonds 
denominated Highlands School Loan; 
$29,000 in bonds denominated Newton 
Drain Loan, were passed. 

Tho latter is for the construction of a 
drain in Worcester and Austin streets. 

All but the last sum have been passed 
before, but the old orders were rescinded 
in order that the city might take advan- 
tage of the new law allowing 20 years in- 
stead of 10 for the redemption of muni 
cipal bonds. 

An order was passed giving notice of 
the widening of Washington street to 75 
feet near the Caroline J. Barker estate 
and appointing a hearing on the same. 

Concurrent business from the council 
was passed as follows; Mellon Bray, et. 
al., for laying out a now street between 
Cypress and Station streets; I. It. Stevens 
for conorete sidewalk on Crystal street 
and Lake avenue; Chas. S. Pulsifer, et. 
a r ., for concrete sidewalk ou Highland 
avenue, 

Alderman Roffe for the street light 
committee reported, recommending that 
various petitions be granted and giving 
C. T. Pulsifer, et. al., leave to withdraw 
in reference to Kirkstall road. 

Orders were then parsed to locate 
various ftroet lights and rescinding the 
old Newton Highlands school loan ap- 
propiiation. 

Adjourned at 0.35.

Water Explorer* — Where Should the 

Itlame Rent For .Many Failure*? — The Ilr- 

nponnlhillty of Paternity. 

What would Ik* thought of a ship that 
was launched from its docks with nour- 
ish of music anti flowing wine, built to 
sail tho roughest and deepest sea, yet 
manned for an unending cruise along 
shore? Never leaving harbor for dread 
of storm. Never swinging out of tho 
land girt bay because, over tho bar, the 
waters were deep and rough. You 
would say of such a ship that its captain 
was a coward and tho company that 
built it were tools. 

And yet these souls of ours were 
fashioned for bottomless soundings. 
There is no created thing that draws 
as deep as the soul of man; our life lies 
straight across the ocean and not along 
shore, hut we are afraid to venture; we 
hang upon the coast and explore shal- 
low lagoons or swing at anchor in idlo 
hays.

Wo shall never smell powder, although 
the magazine is stocked with holy wrath 
wherewith to fight the devil and his 
deeds. When 1 see a man strolling along 
at his ease, while under his very nose 
some brute is maltreating a horse, or 
some coward venting his ignoble wrath 
upon a creature more helpless than he, 
whether it be a child or a dog.

Up and away with 
you then into the deep soundings where 
you belong, O belittled soul! Find 
the work to do for which you were fit- 
ted and do it, or else run yourself on 
the first convenient snag and founder. 

Some great writer has said that we 
ought to begin life as at the source of a 
river, growing deeper every league to 
the sea, whereas, in fact, thousands 
enter tho river at its mouth and sail 
inland, finding less and less water ev- 
ery day. until in old age they lie shrunk 
and gasping upon dry ground. 

But there are more who do not sail 
at all than there are ot those who make 
the mistake of sailing up stream. There 
are the women who devote their lives 
to the petty business of pleasing worth- 
less men.

Wo are 
freighted with a consignment from 
roomage hold to keep which is bound 
to be delivered sooner or later ut the 
great Master’s whurf. Let us bo alert, 
then, to recognize the seriousness of our 
9W11 destiuies and content ourselves no 
ionger with shallow soundings. Spread 
tho sails, weigh the anchor and point 
tho prow for tho country that lies the 
Other Bid? of a deep and restless sea. 
Sooner or Inter tho voyage must ho made; 
let us make it, then, while tho timber 
is stanch and the rudder true. 

When you look at a picture and find 
it good or bad, ns the case may be, whom 
do you praise or blame, tho owner of 
tho picture or tho artist who painted it?

He doesn't 
loaf about town or read novels or lie 
abed late; lie is alert and on baud if be 
expects to win the race. Carelessness 
and indifference never brought a win- 
ning horse under the wire yet. — Amber 
in Chicago Herald.

AN ANlh^TED NEWSPAPER. 

An Old Man Heads the News and Tells It 
to Ills Customers. 

“Speaking of queer occupations,” said 
a Fourth street merchant, “there is an 
old fellow down town who makes a good 
living reading the newspapers. Of course 
everybody reads the evening paper, but 
in the rush of business the morning pa- 
pers may get lost in the shuffle. The old 
man gets out of bed at an early hour 
and gets a copy of each of the morning 
papeya as early as they can be bought, 
He then reads them exhaustively, and 
by the time business men get down town 
he has thoroughly mastered all branches 
of the news of the day. He is well edu- 
cated and bright and has a keen percep- 
tion. He then starts out, dropping in on 
first one and then another of his sub- 
scribers, for he lets his services by the 
week, just as a newspaper. 

"He enters a bank where everybody is 
busy. He knows the likes and dislikes 
of every one of his customers, and he en- 
tertains each for a few moments with 
the news of his choice, and then with a 
few passing remarks about the general 
news of the day passes on to the next. 
You will find him discussing the silver 
question one moment and race horses 
the next. He can tell the tips for the 
day and the prices of silver. He knows 
the latest in art and literature and is 
thoroughly posted in politics. He is a 
walking cyclopedia. He is not only a 
daily newspaper, but a whole file of 
newspapers, with a lightning reference 
index. He tells you the news of the day, 
and if asked will refresh your memory 
on past events. He is strictly business, 
and while he answers every question 
asked by a subscriber freely he abso- 
lutely will not talk to the nonsubscriber. 

“If you want to talk to him about the 
happenings of tiie day, you must pay a 
week’s fee in advance. Then he will see 
you every day for a week. If you are at 
your offlee regularly, he will come to 
you daily, but if you fail to be on hand 
there that is your loss. One beauty of 
his system is that he has no bad debts. 
He has a preferred list of 10, whom he 
charges $1 a month, aud upon whom he 
waits at any hour they name. Then his 
common customers pay 10 cents a week, 
and lie agrees to see them all before 
noon. When a subscriber’s time is up, 
the fact is mentioned, and unless pay- 
ment is made at once you can’t get the 
old fellow to open his mouth. Pay him, 
aud lie is at your service. 

“He is strictly business and does not re- 
gard himself as an excrescence on the 
face of business, nor is he so regarded 
by his customers. He is a kindly old 
fellow who has a smile for everybody, 
and for whom everybody has a pleasant 
word. He does not bear tales, hut con- 
fines himself strictly to what is in the pa- 
pers, aud thus avoids the responsibility 
for tales he might otherwise ho able to 
tell.”— Ciucinunati Times-Star.

THE COMMON COUNCIL TUANS ACT CON- 
CURKENT BUSINESS ANI> ADJOURN. 


The coitmoti council held a meeting 
Monday evening at City H «ll for the pur- 
pose of Mulshing in concurrence the busi- 
ness transacted last week by the alder- 
men. 

President Knapp aud Councilman 
Briston were absent, and Councilman 
Weed called the meeting to order and 
on a motion from the floor of the 
chamber appointed Council nen Degen 
and Bullard a committee to collect 
ballots for a temporary chairman. The 
ballot resulted in nine votes for Council- 
man Weed, ono for Degeu and one for 
Tolman, the former being accepted. 

After the records had been rend and 
approved hearings ordered for 7 46 
o’clock were opened for the laying of 
sewers in Suffolk road, Gasometer 
court, from the B. & A. railroad to 
Crescent street, from Elms street to the 
B. A A. railroad, in Glen avenue and 
Beacon street, Essex road, Woodman 
street, from Hunncwell terrace to Barnes 
street and for rounding the corner of 
Central street and Woodland road. 

A communication was received from 
Sarah E. Barnes remoDstrating against 
taking her land for the use of which she 
claimed damages at ‘25 cents per foot as 
it damaged the best part of her property 
without any corresponding increase in 
value. Tnis was received and filed and 
the hearings were closed. 

Orders were passed in concurrence for 
the construction of sewers, etc. on which 
hearings had just been granted. 

Councilman Parker presented a peti- 
tion from William Byers, et al., for con- 
cieie sidewalks adjoining their estates on 
Lake avenuo and Lake terrace. Re- 
ferred. 

Councilman Green presented a petition 
from 125 residents of Newtonville, which 
read as follows: 

“The undersigned taxpayers, and 
parents of the children in the Adams 
school district respectfully petitiou your 
honorable body to take steps at once for 
the erection of a ten room school build- 
ing to be constructed of brick and stoue, 
which shall take the place of the old 
school building recently visited by tire.” 
The list was headed by Charles F.' A very. 
It was referred to the public property 
committee after an explanation to the 
effect that it had been held since April 
27, its date, by request of the superin- 
tendent of schools, who desired that the 
report of the school committee in refer- 
ence to the matter might precede it. 

Under the head of unfinished business 
laid over under the rules, orders were 
passed in concurrence appropriating 
$78,800 for June expenses of the city, 
$.100 for office expenses of the city solici- 
tor and authorizing the construction of 
various sidewalks.

THE CITY’S WATER SUPPLY. 


HEARING TO RESTRAIN NEEDHAM CITI- 
ZENS FROM POLLUTING CHARLES 
RIVER. 


The suit of the city of Newton for an 
injunction agaiust Oliver H. Perry and 
another of Neednam to restrain them 
"From polluting the Charles river at that 
point, which stream forms the city’s 
water supply, was Friday begun in the 
supreme court before Judge Alleu. 

The city, under special laws from the 
Legislature, has the right to take 5.000, 
000 gallons a day from the Charles river 
and also the right to take lands in Need- 
ham bordering on the stream as a protec- 
tion to the purity of its supply. It has a 
pumping station, a filtering basin aud 
other works in tbit town, aud near to 
these is the land of Perry, which com- 
prises 120 acies. 

Perry kept a piggery upon his place, 
being a building 250 feet long, aud also 
has another building 110 feet loug, which 
is used to keep cattle. It is claimed that 
the refuse matter from the piggery aud 
barn have f >rmed a nuisance about the 
laud, and endangers the purity of the 
city’s water supply. 

In 1880, the city, by virtue of a statute 
theretofore parsed, took Periy’s land, 
for the purpose of extruding its water 
system by way of a piotection to the 
supply, and in 1802, up<m Perry’s t«iii t in 
the superior couit, a j ny awarded him 
$1(5,000 damages, which weie paid him 
in November of that year by the city. 

The city claims that by the taking and 
awarding of the damages it became the 
owner of t .e property, while Perry now 
contends that he owns the fee in the 
Und, aud that the city obtained but an 
oisemeut in it to use it for the necessary 
incidents of its water system. 

Some time ago Perry was notified by 
the city to vacate his piggeiy aud barn, 
but this he has refused to do, as lie 
cl ims that they are situited nearly 1000 
t'e t from the river aud in no way con- 
taminate the water thereof. The city 
hae asked for damages against the de- 
fendants. 


Plumbing Inspector. 

The master plutnbeis of this city have 
been in a ferment for some months over 
the failure of the City Council to ap- 
point a permanent inspector of plumb 
tug. The feeling that injustice is being 
June by the mtuuer in which the city is 
tiow having (lie inspecting done tempor- 
arily has led to the circulation of a peti- 
tion asking for a hearing before the City 
< Hindi. When the new law, requiring 
cities to provide a “practical” plumber 
as inspector of plumbing, weut into ef- 
fect, a temporary inspector was ap- 
pointed in the person of Fred T. Bu>- 
gess of West Newton. S »ou after this 
appointment the Board of Health gave 
uotic of un examination of applicants 
for the efii ■« of inspector, which resulted 
in live plumbers taking the ex amination 
and passing with good percentages. 
This was two or three mouths ago. No 
appointment, has yet been made for 
permanent inspector, and some of the 
plumbeis are getting very anxious to 
know what occasions the delay.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 

MISS RLOOD OF AUnURNDAI.K INSTANTLY 
KILLED. 

Tho details of a terrible accident by 
which Miss Marianna W. Blood of An 
hurudale was instantly killed, were given 
in the daily papers of Tuesday. A party 
of teachers from Mr. Moody’s school at 
Northfield, were taking a holiday drive, 
Monday afternoon, and had driveu to 
Brattleb.iro, Vt. The party consisted of 
the Misses Blood, Miss Burt, Miss Ward- 
well, the matron of the school, and Miss 
McDealy, a nurse, and they were driving 
down one of the steepest streets in that 
town, when the neck yoke broke, and 
the horses ran away, all being thrown out 

The youngest Miss Blood struck an 
iron grating, killing her instantly, while 
tho others wero taken up mangled and 
bleeding. They were conveyed to the 
nearest house, where they are being 
cued for by local phjsicians. Two ot 
the injured are found to be fatally hurt. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

The accilent caused great excitement 
in Northfield, where all were favorites. 
The young women left Northfield Mon- 
day morning about 10 o’clock with two 
horsos from Caldwell’s livery stable 
there, for a pleasure drive to Brattleboro, 
stopping about a mile below the village 
to eat their lunch, aud where they must 
have broken the horses’ ueck yoke. A 
farmer fixed the break with a rope aud 
they drove on. 

The accident happened on one of the 
steepest hills leading into the village, on 
South Main street. Miss Mariauna W. 
Blood, aged 28, from Auburndale, a 
teacher in the school, was driving. Tho 
horses came down the hill at a frightful 
pace and at an augle in the roadway the 
carriage slewed into the gutter, when 
Miss Blood was thrown with terrific force 
headlong upon an iron grating, mangling 
her face beyond recognition. When 
picked up she was dead, her body being 
conveyed to Ilackley & Moran’s under- 
taking rooms. 

THE INJURED. 

The other occupants of the carriage 
wore thrown violently at the same time 
Miss Blood went out, all str king on 
their heads. The injured were immedi- 
ately taken to Mr. Akley’s house, near 
the scene of the accident, aud late in the 
afternoon three, Miss Ward well, 24 years 
old, of Berlin, N. ti. , a teacher; Miss 
McNeilly, 28, of Northfield, a nurse, and 
Miss Mary Blood, 45, matron and aunt of 
Miss Marianna, also of Auburndale. were 
taken to the handsome home of George 
E. Crowell, where everything possible 
was done for their comfort. 

General Estey, treasurer of the school, 
has done much for their comfort. Miss 
Clara M. Burt of Plainfield, N. J., waB 
seriously injured about tbe bead, one 
ear being uearly severed. She was 
unable to be moved. 

Mr. Moody came up from Northfield 
on tbe train and, after doing all in bis 
power for the comfort of the injured, re- 
turned home, as he said, for the pur- 
pose of allaying the great excitement at 
the schools, where all were beloved. 

NO PUBLIC WEDDING. 

Mr. Moody was visibly affected aud 
said Miss Blood was one of his very best 
teachers. He w.ig accompauied by Miss 
Hill, another teacher, who, with two 
otfiers, are caring for the injured. Mr. 
Moody wrote the following for the press: 

“On account of the fatal accideut which 
happened today at Brattleboro, Vt.,in 
which one teacher in the Northfield 
Seminary was inst mtaneously killed aud 
others seriously injure i, the marriage of 
Miss Emma Moody to Mr. A. P. Fitt, 
which was announced for Wednesday, 
May 10, will not be a public one.” 

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

Memorial services were held Tuesday 
atteruouu at btone Hall, Northfield, out 
of respect to Miss Marianna W. Blood 
who was accidentally killed Monday. 

Mr. Moody spoke pathetic illy of the 
loss cf a beloved teacher. 

O. her speakers weie Rev. Messrs. Tor- 
rey of Chicago, Cook of Northfield, 
George C. Needham, the evangelist, and 
Miss Silvei ttiorne, one of the teichers. 

The service was attended by 500 stu- 
dents of tbe Northfield Semiuary and 
Mt. Hermon school. 

The body of Miss Blood was taken to 
Auburndale Tuesday by her father. 

Tbe others of the injured are expected 
to recover. 


Our Fine Roads! 

To the Editor nt GRAPHIC: — 

So much has been said about the 
necessity for good roads, aud the way to 
make them, from the standpoint of the 
bicycle manufacturer aud tbe cyclist, 
th it the makers of our streets could 
hardly be blamed if they forget that the 
roads are primarily for the use of teams, 
and that they leave horses out of consid- 
eration when making their roads. 

Here in Newton we pride ourselves on 
our fine roads, “sand papered” roads 
they are called, and while they may be 
perfect for the rubber tires of the wheel- 
men, they are very destructive to horses’ 
feet. 

The roads aie made of crushed stone, 
rolled aud pressed until the roadbed is 
as hard aud unyielding as grauite, aud 
after a year or two of driving over them, 
horses are apt to become “tender for- 
ward” and their usefulness is gone. 

The most important part of a horse, in 
these days, is his feet, but his feet were 
not id arte for fust driving over a granite 
road bed. The evil can be mitigated 
somewhat by the use of leather plates 
under these shoes, but these only post- 
pone the evils that are sure to come. 

But this leads to the question whether 
there is uot some means of buildiug a 
satisfactory road, which will uot be 
quite as destructive. Lay down a part 
of it in grauite, if ueed be, for the 
wheelman, but why give them the whole 
street? 

Just at present, while street repairing 
is going on in every street, the greatest 
trouble co Hies from the small stones that 
are left loose in the road, aud which are 
apt to get wedged iuio tire horses’ hoofs, 
hi some cases cuusiug serious injuries. 
These loose stones use very numerous at 
piesiut, and are causing many com- 
plaints. Many people are asking where 
the section men aie, of whom so much 
was said a year or two ago, aud whose 
duty it was supposed to be lo look after 
such things. Are tbeic uo unemployed 
men in Newton who could be set to work 
pickiug up such stones?

Tbo sixty-ninth anniversary week of 
the Newton Baptist Theological Institu- 
tion waH inaugurated on Sunday morn- 
ing by ltov. N. E Wood, D.D., of Brook- 
lino, who preached tlio bac.caluuroato 
sermon in the First Baptist church. 

The service was very well atteuded, 
every seat being occupied and the sub- 
ject of the discourse and its treatment 
proved of more than tbo usual interest 
and worthy of mature consideration and 
thought. 

In the opening service Rev. Richard 
MontAgue, D.D.,the pastor, was assisted 
by Rev. Alvah Ilovey, D. D., the presi- 
dent of the Institution. 

Rev. Dr. Wood took as the theme of 
his address, “The Pre-Eminence of Jesus 
Christ” from the last clause of ColoBsians 
i, 18, “That in all things He might have 
the pre-eminence.” 

Taking the rose as nn illustration, he 
said there was not a great diversity of 
opinion as to its class, structure and 
habits of life. These various conditions 
were by actual knowledge, and the 
capacity of man’s intellect wholly com- 
passed and understood. But there is a 
marked diversity of knowledge and 
opinion among inen in the study of God. 
The human intellect is too small in com- 
pass to exercise that power of knowledge 
and derive conclusive and uniform opin 
ions relative to the word of God. 

Paul has given but a very brief de 
scription in his Revelations of what he 
saw in his Heavenly visit, for the reason 
that the human intellect is not suffi- 
ciently powerful to understand. Ho was 
given the necessary power to appreciate 
the wonders and beauties of the new 
Jerusalem, but in his Reveldtious be 
gives us Himnlv a meagre report of what 
he saw, leaving us to apprehend only a 
small portion of a very wide area. 

There is always an inevitable diversity 
of opinion in man’s thought of God nc- 
casiouad by the various atmosphere’s 
through which man sees Him, and the 
personal relations between God aud mao 
would be very difficult to ascertain. 
Certain truths get obscured in the study 
of theology, and man is apt to raagnity 
those truths which appeal more direotly 
to his nature. The student and preacher 
sliould be careful to map out the high- 
ways and persistently follow them in 
their teachings, being careful not to turn 
aside from the central truths. The “pre- 
eminence of Jesus Christ” must be borne 
in mind; be is the bead of the ohurch 
and this is a motto which no church 
should lose sight of. He is the begin- 
ning and the goal Dot alone, but in Him 
all things converge aud all things 
radiate from tiitn. In Him all tbiugs 
consist. His mighty sovereignty was 
shown in tbe beginning aud bis divine 
sovereignty bas stood out in mauy 
minds to dominate all religion. Some 
have set this as tbe corner stoue of their 
faith. They put upon oue hand, God, 
tbe Almighty ruler and upon tht other, 
man, His slave. We of today cannot be- 
lieve that the scriptures exhibit Christ 
in any such arbitrary way. But it is 
nevertheless true that men of history 
have beeu influenced by this “majestic 
sovereignty.” This undue appreciation 
of His ‘sovereignty” bas left ia craving 
in tne lieait and led to unwarranted con- 
ception of God. 

It is not bis sovereignty, but Himself 
which is to have the pre-eminence iu all 
things. Jesus Christ bas become pre- 
eminent as tbe revelation of God to man. 
Whether in the Old or New Testameut 
as well as in the Trinity, Christ stand- 
out most prominent. He reveals God’s 
qualities of grace in the fatherhood and 
sousbip. He offers the memorable 
prayer that “they may ho one even aH 
the Father aud I are oue.” The human 
and divine nature are uot so unlike that 
they cannot coalesce. Christ’s coming 
from God to man was to Him hutnilia 
tiou, while to us it means exaltatiou. 
The possibility of union between God 
and man has become rsalism iu Jesus 
Christ. We with Christ may become the 
sons of God. The full meaning of holi- 
ness, love aud mercy, continued the 
preacher, is demonstrated iu the comiug, 
the life aud death of Christ. There wa-* 
previously only au ethical knowledge of 
the holiness of God. Jesus Christ is the 
first revelati >n in which the clearer view 
of holiuess is shown. His coming 
showed conclusively what God’s ho'iue-s 
is aud what it requires; not by His 
preachiug, but by His life was this 
proved. 

The truest conception aud exactions 
of tbo moral law can be obtained by 
studying the life of Jesus Christ. The 
high standard of His life here below 
demonstrated the ethical nature of God 
and it is only when one endeavors to 
imitati! it, that they kuow how high it 
is. The attitude of God toward man is 
shown in the life of the Son, aud that 
life followed by death was imperatively 
necessary to reveal to us the require- 
ments of the Father. The moral law 
which Christ embodied demonstrates 
Ilis pre-eminence aud siuce He has be- 
come incarnate tbe world has come to 
appreciate the full compass of love, al- 
though understanding the meaning in 
the abstract. The law of love toward 
oue another, which wo call brotherhood, 
had been olearly stated iu tbe aucieut 
time, but men did uot understand its 
breadth nor live iu its spirit. Harsh, 

S ersecuting, deadly deeds have beeu 
oue under the uatue of brotherhood. 
“The hard selfishness of humau life 
has taken on a thin veneer of so-called 
brotherliness und sharp autagouism. 
under the uutue of trude, of ambitiou, of 
greed, of uride, aud liuvo so interpene- 
trated it that every t. bre quivers with 
hurts and wrongs. Tbe loug and 
crowded records of lusts, robberies, 
brutalities and wars show bow little tbo 
law of love toward oue another bus been 
understood. 

What thoughtful nmu is tiiere who is 
uot perplexed aud auxious over tbe seeth- 
ing eruption of sociul aud industrial dis- 
oouteut iu this most civilized country of 
the globe? W bat is the significance of all 
tliis movement and revolution? Men an- 
swer back, ignorauou of political ecou- 
oiuy, failure to study tbe laws of trude, 
igiiorauce of tbe deepest priuolples of 
commerce iu its relations to the social 
organism, neglect of Htudy of sociology. 

“To some ineu it seems us if labor bad 
gone mad and, like blind old .Samson, 
was bendiug itself to pull dowu the 
pillars of society that all might polish in 
a common ruin. ’ Thu life of Christ was 
the true illustration of brotherhood. 

Ilis iucaruatiou showed His lordship 


in the realm of love, but took on the 
form of mercy at His death. Mercy had 
no power in the presence of duty, but 
the cross was needed to complete the 
objects for which He came. We are re- 
deemed through His blood and it was 
through this redeeming power that God 
has restored to man, his sonsbip. We 
could become so only through Him. 

Jesus Christ lias been the only exact 
revelation of the interior lift* of God and 
He should be looked to ns the way. Do 
not mistake in your ministry, lie con- 
tinued, or let any unbalance the pre- 
eminence of Jesus Christ. Many preach- 
ers in New England today bavo fallen 
into error in leaving out of their teach 
ings the pro eminence of Jesus Chiist. 
He is the ceutre of the Christian hope. 
As you go forth, do not preach a partial 
or an unbalanced gospel. It is not 
enough to preach the incarnation alone; 
it is not enough to preach the duty of 
Jesus alone. Do not let that misty 
modern and Bostonian god, tbe 'Xeit 
Gheist,’ make you idolatrous and de- 
throne our Lord Jesus Christ. He will 
bo your Judge, but he is also our Re- 
deemer, Brother, Friend and Lord. His 
spirit should animate all; he ever look- 
ing at his face and portrayii g this face 
to others that they may know and be 
transformed into tbe likeness of Christ. 

Extending his blessing to the class, 
the address closed, and the benediction 
was pronounced by Dr. Hovey. 

THE EXAMINATIONS. 

On Monday, commenced the usual ex- 
aminations attended upon anniversary 
week. Ac 2 p. m. the advanced sectiou 
of the junior class was examined in 
rapid reading of Hebrew by Prof. C. R. 
Brbwn. This was followed at 3 o’clock 
by examination in Old Testament inter- 
pretation by Mr. Hatch. In tbe evening 
at 7 Prof. George Bullen examined the 
classes of the English department iu 
theology. 

On Tuesday morniDg at 10 o’clock 
Prof. Hovey examined tbe seuior class 
in theology and in the afternoon at 3 tbe 
middle class was examined in homiletics 
by Prof. J. M. English. Tbe junior 
olasB submitted to examination in New 
Testament interpretation at 7 o’clock 
conducted by Prof. Rush Rbees. 

Wednesday morniDg at 0 o’clock Prof. 

J. B. Thomas examined the middle class 
in church history and at 10 o’clock the 
French students were examined by Mr. 
Williams in polemice. 

A NEW BUILDINO. 

The trustees held a meeting at which 
considerable business of an important 
nature resulted after a long session. 
President E. C. Fitz was absent and Mr. 
William A. Monroe of Cambridgeport 
was chosen chairman, and the board theu 
took under advisement the question of a 
new library building which has for sev 
eral years been demanded as the present 
buildings, have become too limited lor 
the increasing needs of the institution. 
Tbe discussion resulted iu tbe appoint- 
ment of a committee to procure plans 
and specifications for a new building 
on tbe bill, which will be used for the 
library and will also contain a chapel 
and class rooms. Tbe building will cost 
$05,000 aud the necessary funds are now 
in the hands of the board. 

Prof. Rush Rhees, who has been as- 
sociate professor of Bibical interpret i- 
tiou, New Testament, was promoted by 
vote of the board to full professorship. 

The class meeting held at 1.30 o’clock 
was an occasion of sociality for tbe 
students of the institution, in which 
reminiscences of the year past werffVe- 
vived and the members of tbe graduating 
class received tbe God speed of their 
fellow associates. 

THE ALUMNI. 

The annual alumni meeting took place 
in tbe Baptist meetiug bouse at 3.15 
o’clock. The afternoon trains brought 
many members of the alumni, the attend- 
ance being fully as large as usual. 

Prof. Brown called the meeting to 
order aud in the temporary absence of 
Dr. Gordon, who was delayed at the 
trustees meeting, Rev. Dr. D. W. Faunce 
of Pawtuoket.li l.,was ohosen president. 
After congregational singing the scrip- 
tures were read by Rev. N. M. Williams 
of Newton aud prayer offered by Rev. D. 
D. B. Ford of Hanover. Dr. Faunce 
then introduced Rev. F. W. Ryder of 
Lawrence who addressed the alumni on 
“The Study of Humanity;” text, “Let 
the mtu of God be furnished unto every 
good work.” Nothing iu God’s h »udi- 
work can equal in interest the study of 
the human beiug, and uo history is so 
diversified or engaging as the career of 
man. No spectacle is more amazing 
than the versatility of liumauity. The 
Christiau ministry is ofteu weakened by 
too little importance being giveu tbo 
study of the individual man, und it is a 
phase that calls for great attention from 
the preaoher. The latter iu his work 
must, in order to achieve the best results, 
become acquainted with those whom he 
would load to Christ. There is more 
than simple study of the Bible that the 
preacher should look to iu his work, not 
that the word should be belittled iu auy 
souse for it stands pre-eminent, but it 
should be supplemented by a study of 
nature, the handiwork of God, aud the 
study of humanity. The preacher is the 
ageut of God, a redeemer iu a secondary 
sense to bring souls into the kingdom, 
but human uature is such that each in- 
dividual demauds study from the 
preaoher to enable the latter to success- 
fully go to work to win his soul to 
Christ. It is in this way only that the 
minister is able to rightly aud effectively 
preach the gospel to his people. Christ 
iu this work displayed rare tact in deal- 
ing with men because He knew the 
typography of every soul, and was thus 
able to adapt Himself to every condition. 
The church of today is at a critical 
point. It is au age in which new so- 
cieties and organizations are springing 
up ou every hand to do the work which 
tho church should rightfully perform. 
The preueber of today must adapt him- 
self to the changing conditions and keep 
pace with the live questions of the day 
which come us a challenge on every 
hand. There is a vast determined move- 
ment to uncover the world's wickedness 
and lind a remedy, aud unless the church 
is alive to the requirements of the hour 
botue other umy supplant. Not that 
Christianity will decline. The church 
has passed through oritioal stages before 
aud it can now, but it must make room 
iu its attitude uud teachings for all that 
ooucerua mankind, uud it is through the 
preaoher that the church must be led to 
a reallzitiou of its position aud to greater 
iullueuce^iud power. 

At tbe conclusion of the address Dr. 
Faunce called Rev. A J. Gordon, I). D., 
tbe president, to tbe chair aud the report 
of the secretaiy wus theu read by 1'rof. 
Brown. He presented the following list 
of deaths during the year just passed:

John Alden, class of ’84, died in I’rovi 
denoe, R I., aged 88 years. 

The report of tho entertainment com- 
mittee was followed by dinmisal. 

The alumni luncheon was served in 
Sturtevmt H ill at 5 30 A number of 
students and friends availed themselves 
of the invitation extended by the enter- 
tainment committee to join the alumni, 
and the gathering w.n one of groat 
pleasure. At its conclusion Rev. Dr. 
Montague acted as toast master and after 
a short talk introduced Rev. I)r. Griggs 
of Colorado Springs who was followed 
by Rev. C. A. E iton of Natick, Rev. A. 

J. Gordon, D. D., of Boston, and Rev. 
Robert Cameron of Chelsea. 

ADDRESS II Y REV. A. C. DIXON. 

The church was filled at the evening 
service to hear Rev. A. C. Dixon of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., speak. The same 
tasteful decorations of white bell like, 
dogwood floweis from the tree on the 
hilt and of purple and white lilacB, ob- 
tained as in the afternooo. 

The double quartet furnished music at 
this service. W. B. Sbumwav presided and 
the opening prayer was by Dr. Hovey. 

Rev. A. C. Dixon divided the world 
into two great classes “Yourself and 
Other People.” The letter is tho 
greater, but the former are more import- 
ant, and nothing claims tho attention of 
the preacher more than the relation of 
the individual to the church, community, 
state and world. Paul says tho primary 
essence of righteousness is right doing. 
Some take the ground that if you regen- 
er*te society you can save the individual, 
others think the opposite. What a man 
thinks of other people is tbe index of his 
own character. If a man says ail men 
are theives, put him down as a robber. 
The good opinion of a man will increase 
in comparison as we think ill. It is a 
healthy thiug sometimes for a preacher 
to discover what his enemy thinks of 
him. 

We owe it to ourselves and others to 
be ourselves, to work out our own salva- 
tion. There are some who are willing to 
work out the salvation of Spurgeon. 
I'almage or some other great man, but 
they fail to get to woik on their own. 

Tbe tendency of pupil* to imitate the 
char icteristics of great men who have 
been their teachers was illustrated. 
The tendency of the age, he continued, 
is toward good imitation. He was a 
firm believer in evolution backward. 
There was more tendency iu men to be- 
come moukeys than for monkeys to be 
come men. Man evolutes the wrong 
way. 

Be yourself; live in a glass house and 
let God look through the window*. 

Because you are self-centred, other 
men will be self centred in the same way. 

A great deal is heard about American 
liberty and wo are continually empbasiz 
ing, liberty, liberty, but wo may em- 
phasize it too much until it fl ittens out 
into mere anarchy and tbe flaunted 
liberty of tbe church may become ec- 
clesiastical anarchy. 

Each has a light to fight for his rights, 
and to surrender those righ’s for tbe up- 
lilting of others is noble. Your life ends 
right where the other man’s begins and 
it is wheu man oversteps that limit that 
he gets hurt. There is uo comparison 
between sin and goodness, light aud 
darkness, (rod or Mamraou, but a ten- 
dency of the time is to syndicate every- 
thing. Tboy foim trusts of every con- 
ceivable kind and the next thiug wiil be 
church trust*. An old deacon of his, 
said the Lord was “binding them in 
bundles to burn tin m 1 ” The mission of 
the pulpit seems to oe not to fight evil, 
but to make great syndicates; to frater- 
nise. They look upon the gospel of God 
as the sunlight from heaven, the gently 
falling dew, but the Christian must re- 
member that Le is also a God of lighten- 
ing to the Cauaauito and that there is in 
addition to the lamblike side of his 
nature a lionlike side for those who do 
not obey him. There is a great ueed of 
tho old Puritan steadfastness iu these 
times. 

Another trouble with the churches to- 
day is there are so mauy dead preachers. 
Vacant churches are caused by vacant 
preachers who are uot alive to the times 
and the needs of tho day. The success- 
ful preacher must learn to, laugh aud be 
cheerful over those little errors and 
faults which worry men. 

“I had rather light Goliath than a Now* 
Jersey mosquito,” he continued; it is the 
mosquitos, the little vexations, the 
friction of life that kills men, not the 
Goliath’s which they encounter. Eveu 
Napoleon Biuapirte, who could march 
upon Moscow and fight on the field of 
Waterloo, would turn faint aud pale at 
the sight of a cat. 

The preacher should be just as fully 
convinced of a hell as he is of a Heaven. 
That retribution is just as sure as his re- 
ward. 

Man is all the time striviug to get, aud 
giviug nothing. Many Christians are 
constantly asking for more favors from 
God and never giving anytbiug. The 
contraction of some men’s musoles is 
very much greater than their extension, 
and some nieu become so mean aud 
small aud contemptable that it would 
take a very powerful microscope to see 
50,000,000 of them ou the point of a 
needle. 

The beuediction was pronounced by 
Dr. Hovey. 

THE GRADUATION. 

The day of days iu tbis anniversary 
week was on Thursday, when tbe con- 
cluding exorcises in graduation took 
place. 

The Backus Historical Society held 
their annual busiuess meetiug in the 
morning iu Colby hall aud at 10 o’clock 
the Baptist meeting house was tbrowu 
opeu for tho liual exercises. Tbe open- 
ing of the service was delayed ouly a fow 
moments by the prooessiou of diviues 
from tho Hill, who marched dowu iu 
double file making a very imposiug array 
of divinity iu the more than 100 gentle- 
men composing tbe procession. The 
church wus completely filled with people 
uud upou the platform s it the professors 
of the Institution aud their proteges, the 
members of the graduating class. 

The opeuing anthem by the double 
quartet preceded tho prayer, which was 
offered by President Alvah lloyey, and a 
selection by the choir introduced the ad- 
dresses by the divinity students under 
the direction of l'resideut ilovey. 

Walter Reynolds Bartlett spoke upou 
“Christiau Hope a Factor iu the Social 
Problem.” 

Christian hope is an important factor 
in the social problem assert ing itself 
through the individual. Writers upon 
society will not admit that Christianity 
has u place iu sooiety, und ridicule its 
being brought into tbe sociul world. In- 
dividual revolution will revolutionize the 
world uud through individuality cun 
Christianity become a ruliug factor in 
society.

TnE House has passed the Norwegian 
bill for tho regulation of the liquor traffic 
by the decisive vote of 132 to 39. There 
was a very warm discussion over the bill, 
and it was hotly opposed, but evidently 
the majority was in favor of listening to 
the great majority of people who wish 
that the bill should be given a trial. 
Among the most interesting speeches in 
favor of the bill were those made by Mr. 
Abbott of Watertown and Mr. Roe of 
Worcester. 

Mr. Abbott said he had felt the sting 
of the liquor evil, but it was beyond the 
power of man to completely crush out 
the traffic. Stamp it out where you may, 
extirpate it where you will, said he, you 
cannot totally eliminate the evii, and the 
question involves itself into the proposi- 
tion of whether or not we shall place the 
business in the hands of men whose sole 
desire is to profit by the traffic, or in tho 
hands of men who have a desire to regu- 
late the evil. 

Mr. Roe said, to use a paraphrase, he 
loved the Norwegian system for the 
enemies it has made. When he saw the 
head and front of the meu who opposed 
it he concluded that there must be some- 
thing iu the system to injuriously affect 
the interests of the liquor trade. The 
campaign, he said, was mauaged by the 
agents of the liquor interests. From 
this fact he thought that these must be 
able to fiud something iu the system 
which he could approve. He thought 
that the liquor traffic should be chained, 
even if it could not be conquered. The 
speaker never voted anythiug but “no” 
on the liquor question, but he indorsed 
the system because he believed 'that it 
would eliminate from the nefarious bnsi- 
ness many of its hideous features. 
Liquor selling is not a legitimate busi- 
ness, but a traffic that is only tolerated 
by communities, and the system pr>poscs 
something which mry cure the evil. 


The committee on Cities gave a hear- 
ing on Tuesday, ou the report of the 
joint board of Park Commissioners and 
State Board of Health, for the improve- 
ment of Charles River. There was a 
large attendance preseii", including 
members from the North Side Improve- 
ment Society, the Huunewell Hill Im- 
provement S >ciety, and m iav citizens, 
all of whom favored the report. While 
•the committee has not yet reported, it is 
undei stood that they have decided favor- 
ably, and will present a bid for the appro- 
priation of $300,000, for buying the laud, 
up to the Waltham liue, under the Park 
act, by which 50 per ceut is contributed 
by Boston, and the rest by the cities aud 
towns interested, which are in this case, 
Cambridge, Brookline, Newton and 
Watertown. That the district this side 
of the river belongs to Watertown aud 
not to Newton, will be greatly iu our 
favor when the cost is assessed, as 
Newton has hut a small amouut of ter- 
ritory boideriug on the river, up to the 
Waltham liue, aud its part of the assess- 
ment will be comparatively small. 


The Boston fire of Tuesday showed 
the importance of watchfulness aud care 
at the first starting of a fire. The crowd 
on the ball grounds bad no idea of any- 
thing serious when they first saw the 
fl trues, and no effective means were 
t.ken to extiuquish them, although 
there was an engine company across ibe 
street, which could have hecu summoned 
in a moment. Had anyone had the 
presence of mind to do this, the disas- 
trous conflagration would have been 
averted and 400 families would uot have 
been rendered homeless. A'ter the fire 
department was fiually called out, the 
fire had gained such headway under the 
high wind that prevailed, th.it nothing 
could stop ir, aud it was only by the best 
of management that it was kept from 
spreading further. The loss is the more 
serious as it falls maiulv i>u poor fami- 
lies, who lost all their furniture aud 
clothing, ou which they bad no insur- 
ance. 


The State Senate evidently is not en- 
tirely owned by corporations, judging 
by its vole against stock watering. Now 
if it will ouly keep uu to this pitch of 
virtue all through the sessiou, people 
will begiu to have more < mdidenco iu 
the State Senate, though it appears to be 
too late to bring about that slate of feel- 
iug for the National Senate. When the 
framers of the constitution wrote that 
the Senate would be filler! wi h meu oou- 
upiuuous for their ability and statesman- 
ship they were evidently indulging in an 
iridescent dream, They knew little iu 
those days of ‘‘practical politics.*' 


A CORHK8POX pent objects to the 
grnnite-like condition of Newton roads 
ntid thinks such roads were built more 
for wheelmen than for horses. Tho 
former’s ideal of a good road differs 
a good deal from that of the horseman, 
but judging from the talk of the bicycle 
manufacturers, they avo the only ones to 
bo considered. 


The Watertown Board of Trade and 
Young Men’s Assembly gave a “News- 
paper Night,” Wednesday evening, with 
a dinner and other attractions. The 
tiewspaper men from neighboring cities 
wero the guests of Mr. Fred G. Barker of 
the Enterprise, and the affair was a gieat 
event for Watertown. 


Tiie Executive Council is a very use- 
ful appendage for Governor Greeuhnlgo 
to have, and illustrates the old proverb 
that second thoughts are best. But the 
Governor will probably not bo so hasty 
hereafter in making appointments. 


Thf. Boston Globe thinks no man 
ought to be allowed to cut his lawn 
earlier than 7 a. m. in the morning. The 
Globe man evidently lives in the suburbs 
and has to be out late at night.

There is a gang of small 
boys about here who are an unmitigated 
nuisance and if some restraining power 
could be brought to bear upon them, it 
would be a relief to a great many of our 
citizens.

It is proposed to some of the owuers 
of laud upou the uew boulevard aud lymg 
about BullougtPs poud, to desigualc tbe 
laud ou the west side of the poud 
through to the summit of the hill, or 
way through to Murray street, aud possi- 
bly beyond ** Walworth Park.” It is not 
certaiu how much will be embraced in 
this designation. 

In this connection, the followiug corre- 
spondence will be of interest to t lie citi- 
zens of Newton, not only fot local rea- 
sons but lor historical oues: 

Boston, May 3, 1804. 
Arthur C. Walwortb, Esq., 

Newtou Ceutre, Mass. 

Dear Mr. Walwortb: — It is proposed to 
give tbe name “Walworth Park” to the 
lauds lying between Bullougb’s poud aud 
the summit of the hill west. Possibly 
this, by agreeuieut of all coucerued, may 
exteud westerly to iuclude that whole 
region as the designation of lauds which 
will soon he brougut iuto the market by 
the new boulevard aud other important 
improvements goiug ou there. By the 
uuauimous verdict of laudscape archi- 
tects it is the most beautiful site for fine 
residences iu the suburbs of Boston. 

These were part of your auoestral 
domaius, but it you or any of your 
family object to the uame, we shall claim 
that we give it iu houor of Sir William 
Walwortb, Lord Mayor of Loudou iu tue 
time of Richard 11, the bloated aristo- 
crat aud adhereut to the crowu.wbo shot 
Wat T)ler, aud whose effigy adorns a 
niche at High Iiolboru, London. We 
will have a copy of the effigy set up at 
the eutrauce ol tiie priucipal street to 
the park to prove it by, because as “old 
Bill Joues” is dead we cauuot prove it 
by him.

Bostou, May 4, 1804. 

Geo. W. Morse, Esq., 

My Dear Mr. Motse:— In reply to your 
letter of yesterday, I have uo objection 
to your use of the uame “Walworth” lor 


In spite of the rain Eliot Hall was two- 
thirds filled, Ust night, many ladies be- 
ing present. Members of the Newton and 
Waltham city governments, tbe Water- 
town selectmen, aud tbe city improve 
ment societies were preseot, and the 
audience were very enthusiastic over the 
proposed improvements along tbe 
Charles River. 

Mr. Frauds A. Dewson of tbe Garden | 
City Improvement Association presided, 
and made a brief address, in which be 
alluded to the change of name in the 
society, which is interested in the north 
side of the city and not the north side of 
the railroad track alone,aod which hopes 
to become a central association for all 
the other societies. In introducing the 
first speaker of the evening. Mr. William 
Be de las Casas, who is at present acting 
as temporary chairman of the metropoli- 
tan park commission, he spoke of tbe in- 
terest taken by tbe city as an entirety in 
the improvement of the Charles. The 
improvements associations of the city.be 
stated, had for their main object the 
question of beautifying tbe river as 
much as possible. 

Mr. de las Casas opened bis remarks 
by stating that tbe members of tbe metro- 
politan park commission and state board 
of health who were present were not in 
the city as agitators, but because they 
wished to present to the meeting plans 
which they bad suggested in their report 
to the Legislature for beautifying the 
Charles. 

He reviewed the history of the metro- 
politan park commission since the date 
of its inception two years ago, and stated 
tbac the action of the General Court in 
electing that the commission, in conjunc- 
tion with the state board of health, 
should study the problem of the im- 
provement of tbe Charles, came as a great 
surprise to tbe body. 

Continuing, tbe speaker saH in part: 
“In the work of tbe commission we 
fouud that Bostou, instead of being a 
provincial town, was rapidly developing 
into a great city, taking in, us it does, 
a great element of foreign population 
year by year. In keeping with its 
growth nothing was more proper than 
that the city should be properly surround- 
ed with beautiful approa hes by land and 
by water. 

“Tne commission found that the ad- 
vantages about Boston which offered 
great opportunity for public usage were 
i lie most beautiful of any city in tbe 
world. We found that wild lands and 
seacoasts, with rivers, offered tbe best 
of facilities for public improvement. 

“The wild lands were in the beautiful 
Blue bills and tbe Middlesex Fells, which 
are now yours: the seacoast was iu the 
beaches of Revere and Nantasket, aud 
we had the Mystic river on the north, 
the Nepouset on tbe south, aud tbe 
Charles midway. Then, a!$p, was the 
harbor, with its islands. 

“Several efforts have been made to 
preserve the banks of the Charles. 
Bostou has taken a step by placing a 
playground upon a section of its banks. 

“To prevent the rise and fall of the 
tide was the first essential feature con- 
sidered by the commission aud board of 
health, and we concluded that it was 
feasible to construct a basin below Cot- 
tage Farm by means of a dam. Tbe 
buildiug of this basin would save Bos- 
ton a large amount of money in the ex- 
penses of its sewerage system, and in 
the case of a flood would offer sufficient 
space for all excess of water.” 

“Another feature of tbe basin would 
be tbe takiug of laud along its banks, 
aud this suggestion appears to nave 
raised a strong protest from property 
owners along Beacon street, who claim 
that they hav j a moral aud legal right to 
a view across tbe river. 

“But the question of treating tbe 
Charles this side of Cottage Farm migh: 
well be independent in itself, aud more 
directly concerns you.

Mi Quincy Fond of Anburndale threw upon the 
can van riamerotia views of the Charle- north of 
Waltbam. The picture* included many famous 
picture*. jne rcene* and invoked appi «Ujm>.

( ffered resolution*, whicu were adopted, thank- 
ing the apeaker* for tbelr effort* and eervlces 
tendered, and aj*o ezpieo*ing the pleasure of the 
meeting aboahl the proposed pUna be carried In- 
to effect.

“As for carryiug out the scheme of the 
basiu, the treatment of this feature 
might be delayed, as the open space of 
water at this po*nt will always be opeu 
aud easy to obtain possession of. 

“Passing up the river above Cottage 1 
Farm the scene changes aud the liver 
uarrows and the banks grow m >rshy. 

‘ If a dam was constructed for the 
purpose of formiug a basin, the banks of 
tbe river might be treated more econo- j 
tnically and made more beautiful. Our 
piano t-bow- x reservation of land along the shores 
of the river to Watertown, where we reach the 1 
head of the tli’e w.t'.er, aud where the queetnm of 1 
a d.nu Is of uo iinportauce. 

“Along the fresh water section of the river to 
Watertown and Cottage Farm we suggest that 
the publij should ihvshm the barks, a few o;>«u 
space* aud a strip for the builuiug ot a roadway ( 
and a sidewalk, thus atlordlug it mintage lor ad- 
jacent private lauds. In thi* part of the scheme 
we are suegestirg nothing hut a repetition of 
what has been doue in other couutriea. 

“tiur fohenie of the Charles liver improve- 
ment is but an enlarged copy of the Back K*y 
Fens. How the river shad bo treated above the 
Waltham line is a matter which as yet is un- 
touched It will be a uniform treatment above 
that polut. 1 have uo doubt.” 

.Mr. F E Steams, chief engineer of the state 
board ot health, said: 

“In referrlug to the sanitary c mditioosof he 
proposed project uo difiicult problem arises in the 
upper portion of the river. Farther below it was 
tound tnoie dittnult to consider the sanitary t< . 
tr.lo ol the Improvement. It w.t- <11.- covered 
that iu a lino drawn Iroui Faneuil to the arsenal, 
where the river widens, the lapid tides made de- 
posits of sewage. Farther down the pollutlou 
giew greater, but below Gotlnge Farm the salt 
water ameliorated to an exteut the sewage of 
Cambridge.

Hearings were then opened and closed, 
on placing sewer in Prince and Mt. Ver- 
non streets, widening Walnut street to 
40 feet, and Washington street uear the 
Barker estate to 75 feet, and roundiu.g 
corner of Prospect and Curve streets. 

A communication from the N. & W. 
Gas Light Co. was received, asking in 
accordance with the ordinance what 
color the electric light poles should be 
painted. 

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld it 
was voted to continue tho present color, 
dark olive green. 

The N. & W. Gas Light Co. gave notice 
of their acceptance of locations for 
electric light poles. 

The petition of Henry Lee et al., was 
referred, also of E. L. E*sta brook et al., 
for sewers in Sowall and Sterling streets. 

Caroline .1. Barker petitioned for the 
use of 10 feet of Washington street 
abutting, during the construction of a 
new block. Referred to the highway 
committee under the direction of the 
superintendent of streets. 

John LI. Randolph was grauted license 
for intelligence office on Trainter street. 

Dr. W. H. McOweu et al., petitioned 
for a fire alarm station on Chestnut 
street, uear the Catholic churcL at New- 
ton Upper Falls. Referred to the fire 
committee. 

J. R. Crandidl uetitione 1 for three in- 
candescent street lights on Thurston 
road aud Pettee s ivet. R-ferred. 

.James G inuuaus peti ioLei for exteu- 
ultra of sewer through Sewall street. Re- 
ferred. 

A petition for three street lights iu 
Keuton street was referred. 

George H. Loomis of Newtonviile was 
appointed and confirmed as an auction- 
eer. 

A hearing was ordered on the petition 
of the N. A W. Gas L gbt C ». for poles, 
corner of Berkeley aud Chestuut streets. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
comuitteeou fuel and street lights to 
advertise and contract for 2000 tons of 
coal for the city. 

C. T. Driscoll was granted license for 
one wagon, Johnson «& K->yes for five 
wagons. Geo. Walker, oue wagou, and 
several junk licenses were grauted. 

Alderman Riffe present*) 1 from citi- 
zens of Newton Upper Falls tho follow- 
ing petition: 

Gentlemen: We the undersigned citi- 

zens anil real estate owners of Newton 
Upper Falls, respectfully represent that a 
great inconvenience now exists to mauy 
teaideu's in this village from the fact 
that no sixth class license has beeu 
grauted in this precinct for the ensuing 
year. We desire and ask that you ex- 
tend unto us the same privilege tha-. 
other sectious of the city have received, 
aud pray that a sixth class license be 
granted the druggists of Newtou Upper 
Falls.

M. L. Hammett petitioned for sewer in 
Water sticrt. Refnred, 

Joseph Hues is et al., petitioned for 
concrete crosswalk on Woodland avenue. 
Referred. 

I’he N E. Tel. & Tel. Co. petitioned 
for right to construct aud maintain 
underground conduits for their wires iu 
die following named streets: 

Washington, Franklin, Sargent, Pea 
Jefferson, Hall, Park, Vernon, 
Pearl, Chestnut, Watertown aud Cherry 
ntreeu, Greeuough aud Hillside avenues. 

A hearing was gruntc . 

Alderman Uotnfeld reported, recom- 
mending the grunting of various peti- 
t»ons previously referred to the highway 
committee. The reports were accepted, 

Aidermau Hunt for the sewer commit- 
tee made numerous favorable repot ts 
which were received. 

Au order wrn passed 1 tying out Wabau 
street to a width of 40 feet between 
Pearl street uud Wuhan park. 

An order passed giving notice of the 
iuteotiou of the city to lay out Dalby 
street aud ordering a hearing on the 
game. 

The sum of $750 was appropriated for 
the use of the inspector of wues iu plac- 
ing the city wires in the conduits ot the 

N. K. Tel. A Tel. Co. ou Centre street. 

Aldeim m B ithfeld submitted the fol- 
lowing resolution ami accompiuyiug 
bill, which was passed after a short dis- 
cussion : 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of 
this hoard that some umeudmem should 
be made in the law relating to the uholi- 
tiuu ot grade cursing* with the view of 
securing the adoption of such plans us 
will best promote the interests of the 


public, and that we lipartily commend 
tho passage of a law substantially as set 
forth in the draft hereto annexed and 
marked “Ex A.” and that wo request, the 
Senator representing the Middlesex 2nd 
District nnd our R *pi esentati vox in tho 
General Court to use their influence to 
secure the p issago of said bill or some 
bill that will accomplish substantially 
the same purpose. 

Sec. 1. Any city or town which under 
the provisions of Chap. 428 of 1800 is 
required to pay its proportion of the 
expense of the abolition of any grade 
crossing, may within ft) days after the 
commission has tiled its report iu court, 
as required by Sec. 4 of said Act, peti- 
tion the said Superior Court or any Jus- 
tice thereof sitting in equity, thnt said 
report be recommitted to said commis- 
sion for further heariug thereott, and if 
said petition is duly Hied within said 00 
days the court shall thereupon order 
such report recommitted, nnd said com- 
mission shall within a reasonable time 
give a further hearing to said city or 
town at which hearing said city or town 
may suggest to the commission altera- 
tions in the plau originally reported by 
said commission or another aud a differ- 
ent plau from that reported by said com- 
mission for tho purpose of securing a 
more advantageous method of construc- 
tion, and one that will better promote 
the interests of the public, aud if after 
hearing thereon, the commission decide 
that the alterations in the original plan 
or a new method suggested by the city 
or town arc better adapted to promote 
the convenience and welfare of the public 
than tbe plan origiually reported by the 
commission, said commission shall pro- 
ceed to determine the estimated expense 
of such alterations in the original plan, 
or the expense of the new plan suggest- 
ed over that recommended by the com- 
mission. and it shall determine aud pre- 
set ibe the mauuer in which the altera- 
tions shall be made, and the work appor- 
tioned as provided in section 3 of said 
act, and shall make a new apportionment 
of tbe perceutum that shall be paid by 
the Commonwealth, the railroad and the 
state, city or town, aud in making said 
apportionment may so increase the per 
ceut to be paid by tbe city or town, as 
will in the judgment of tbe commission 
cover the estimated increase iu expense 
of said alterations or plans, suggested 
by said city or town over the estimated 
expense determined by the commission 
in its original report. And said commis- 
sion shall forthwith return its decision 
into the Superior Court, aud said city or 
town may within 00 days after the filing 
of tbe final report of the commission 
vote to accept the said report of the com- 
mission. iu which case said city or town 
shall be legally bound to pay the per 
cent so apportioned in the same in tuner 
as they are bound to pay the per cent 
prescribed in Chap. 428 of the Acts of 
1890, or any amendatory thereof. 

Snould any city or towu fail to accept 
the report of the commission within the 
90 days as is herein prescribed, then the 
court shall proceed to confirm the decis- 
ion of tbe commission just reported to 
said court, aud shall treat the second re- 
port as of no effect, and said city or town 
shall be liable for the expense of the 
final hearing, but if tbe city or town 
accepts the fioal report the court shall 
proceed to coufirm the decision of tbe 
commission contained in said final re- 
port. 

Sec. 2. The acceptance of tbe final 
report of tbe commission by a city shall 
be by a two-thirds vote of each branch 
composing the city council of said city, 
and in the case of a town by a two-thirds 
vote of those present, and voting there- 
on at a meeting called for tbe purpose. 

Alderman Bothfeld explained that, the 
statures at preseuc provide no chance on 
the part of citizens to appeal from the 
decision of the railroad commission if it 
was not in accord nice with their wishes. 
If the commission should decide that 
the tracks be tlevated as the railroad 
company desires, there would be no 
method by wbicb the citizens could 
secure their demand for depression. 

Aidermau Hamilton coincided with 
the alderman from Ward Seven aDd 
dwelt upou the importance of the ques- 
tion. 

Aldeimau Plummer wanted to know 
what had become of this grade crossing 
matter, which for six months had lain 
dormant. 

The mayor said that something would 
be done about the ma ter about June 1st. 
The resolve then passed unanimously. 

An order was passed layiug sewer in 
Mr. Vernon street. 

Edward McCluskey was grauted per- 
mission to move a building 30x28 feet in 
size, through Pearl street to Faxou street. 

Dauiel .Steams et al., petitioned to 
have Watertown street from Pearl street 
to the Watertown line, relaid out to 00 
feet and accepted by tbe city. Referred. 

A petition from residents of Nouantum 
set forth that J. G. Kilburn was a 
man <*f well known good siauding and 
one that conducted a legitimate busi- 
ness aud praying that his application 
for the 6th class license be granted. It 
was signed by six physicians, in all hav- 
ing twenty-six signatures. Referred. 

Orders were passed to lay sewers ia 
Morton, Berkeley, Sterling, Sewell 
streets, Suffolk aud Essex roads, Cres 
cent, Woodman. Giy streets, Glen 
avenue, Gasometer court, private land 
uear Elm street aud B. it A. railroad, 
giving notice of heiringou laying aowers 
in Dalby street and private laud betweeu 
Rowe and Lexington streets. 

Aidermau Rumery presented au order 
taking park lands at Lower Falls, 
Auhurndale aud Cabot street under the 
provisions of the park act which was 
passed. 

Au order was passed widening Wash* 
ington street near the estate of Caroline 
J. Barker to 75 feet. 

Aidermau Plummer at this time 
stated that he understood a petition was 
to be offered before the board that even- 
ing, requesting license to ruu electric 
launches between Waltham aud River- 
■tide. If for any reosou that was not to 
come as he bad beeu infortuud he never- 
theless w i filed to present communica- 
tions from certain parties, aud perhaps 
from knowledge so dispensed people in- 
tending to i uveal iu the proposed enter- 
prise, might be deterred until tbe mutter 
wan finally decided by tae board. 

He submitted first a communication 
from (Quincy Pond of the River com- 
mittee of tbe Newton Boat Club. Tho 
letter stated that lives aud property 
would he endangered by the tuuniug of 
lauuches. Nearly 300 canoes uud bouts 
are used and stored at Riverside. These 
weigh front 00 to 150 pounds ami uveruge 
10 feet iu length uud the presence of 
launches weighing 4.5(H) pounds uud 35 
feet long, propelled at a high rale of speed 
wiieu tiie liver is being used by pleasure 
craft is very daugerous. The waves are 
sufli ient to swump many of the crafts, 
aud canoes aud boats when tied up are 
seriously eudJugered and iu time the 
floats along the river at the boat houses 
will become unsafe from the wash. 'The 
river bauks unprotected by walls will be 
woru away aud deposited iu the river, 
forming mud bauks when the river is 
low. 'The launches will deter mauy from 
enjoying the quiet aud seclusion ot the 
river aud a laigu amount of real estate

may bo affected. The livery husinesa at 
Riverside will be Rerioitaly crippled by 
taking or driving customers away, and 
the owners of the launches are not New- 
tou citizens nor are the launches a public 
necessity. They would bring in an un- 
desirable class of peoplo to the annoy- 
anco of present property owners ami tho 
boating public, and in case of accident 
the chances of legal redress are very re- 
mote. 

A communication from Capt. II. L. 
Barrage of the club asked tor a bearing 
bpforo the board licensed any such 
craft. 

The alderman asked if the alderman 
from Ward Seven had received any peti- 
tion for tbe launches. 

Aidermau Bothfeld said he had re- 
ceived no such petition. lie learned the 
petition was to be, but had to discour- 
age rather than favor any such 
ac ion. 

Alderman Rumery of the fire com 
mitteo made a report recommending that 
the order to appropriate $10,000 to re- 
model Steamer Two house, so as to put 
that apparatus in commission and which 
was last year referred to the ‘‘next city 
government” be taken up aud roferred 
to the fire committee. 

The report was ncoepted, tho order 
taken up and referred over to tho fire 
committee. 

A recess was taken at this point in 
order that the board might adjourn to 
the mayor’s office and discuss in solitude 
and without reportorial interruption the 
question of the fitness of the latest ap- 
pointee in the police department to the 
position to which he has arisen. 

At 10.39 i he board re-assembled. 

Alderman Huut moved that the ap- 
pointment of Frederick M. Mitchell as 
sergeant of police be taken from the 
table. 

Thi9 was voted. 

The question then came ou confirming 
the appointment. 

Alderman Ruffe wished to explain his 
position so as not to be misunderstood. 
He understood that tn confirming an ap- 
pointment by tbe mayor, the board had 
no right to consider any question, only 
the fitness of the man appointed for the 
position. They were not to pass on the 
propriety of the appointment, that was 
out of their jurisdiction. 

Alderman Thompson— Do you think a 
matt with tho experience the appointee 
has had. is competent for sergeant? 

Alderman Roffe — The quesrion of his 
experience is not for us to decide as I 
understand it. It is the mayor’s preroga 
live to make the selection, we are to pass 
on the matTs ability. 

A vote was then taken. 

It was not very clear how it stood but 
the chair ruled that the appointment 
was c ratirmed. 

Aidermau Hunt doubted the vote. 

A show of bands resulted as follows: 

To confirm F. M. Mitchell as sergeant 
of police, Aldermen Bothfeld, R ifle, 
Plummer and Hamilton. 

Agaiust confirming F. M. Mitchell as 
sergeant of police, Aldermen Hunt, 
Thompson and Rumery. 

The former gentlemen in their vote 
take the position that Mitchell is perfect- 
ly competent to perform aud execute all 
the duties devolving upon him as ser 
geant of police. 

The latter take the position that he is 
not a competent man for the position. 

Mis. Gregg’s application for an inn- 
holder’s license was grauted. 

Co. were granted 
a location corner of Chestnut and Piince 
streets.

ANNUAL PKIZR COMPETITIONS AT LASELL 
SEMINARY— OOOI) SHOWING IN MANUAL 


AND COMPANY MOVEMEN TS — FIN E 
DISPLAY OF DECORATIONS— WEATHER 
NO IIAR TO SUCCESS. 


Ooe of the interesting events preced- 
ing tho commencement exercises at 
Laseil seminary is the annual prize drill 
of tho school battalion, made up of fair 
young girls who have become skilled in 
the art of military tactics and move- 
ments. 

The exercises this year took place 
Monday afternoon on tho seminary 
grounds in Auburndale, and were wit- 
nessed by a largo company of spectators 
and students. Tho conditions for the 
drill were not the best, the lack of sun 
shine and the severity of the weather 
proving quite disadvantageous. 

It was so cold that the girls were 
obliged to don their wraps during the 
period preceding the exercises, and the 
auditors sat and shivered during the 
progress of the various features of the 
exhibition. 


The weather, however, did not prevent 
the young women of the battalion from 
making a good showing, and the exer- 
cises, both in. the manual and company 
movements, surpassed even the best ef- 
forts of previous years. 

As usual, theie was a fine display of 
decorations. The site selected for the 


marching movements aud other events 
was a wide strip of lnwn west of the 
seminary building, extending from a 
rising kDoll, where the seats for the 
spectators were arranged, to the confines 
of the gravelled walks in front of Prin 
cipal Bragdon’s residence. 

The company colors, red 
were in evidence everywhere 
about this enclosure of greensward. 
Strips of bunting were gracefully fes- 
tooned from the buildings, were en- 
twined about the broad verandas of the 
main building, extended in sweeping 
folds from the shade trees and were ar- 
ranged 4 n artistic groupings in almost 
every conceivable plaoe affording oppor- 
tunity for adornment. 

The large flags, one red, the other 
yellow, were strung dir< ctly over the 
centre of the vernal carpeted lawn, and 
beyond on a little hillock, where the 
popular summer retreat known as 
“Crow’s Nest” is located, there was a 
lavish display of flags and streamers, 
almost hiding the rustic lookout from 
view. 

The exercises began shortly after 3 
o’clock. Just as the battalion formed 
the sun peeped through a rift of clouds 
and shot its warming rays over the 
parade ground; but it was only a fitful 
gleam that soon died awaj, leaving only 
the impression of what might have been. 
The events comprised competitive com- 
pany drill, companies A and B; competi- 
tive drill in the manual, junior and senior 
picked squads; sword drill of picked 
squad. Capt. Carrie E. Gilman command- 
ing; dress parade aud presentation of 
prizes. 

Company A inarched to the parade 
grouud when, the call was sounded by 
Cornetist Thomas Henry at 3.15 o’clock. 
It faced the spectators with a 10-file front 
and proceeded at once through the fea- 
tures of a trying drill, and subsequently 
through the customary marching evolu- 
tions. The exercises of company B were 
of the same character. Tho Utter 
changed direction better and excelled in 
distances and marching; its wheeling 
was especially good. Company A made 
the best showing in the manual. The 
competition was very close, company B 
winning first honors by four points. 

In the competitive individual drill the 
junior squad matched first t » the parade 
ground with 23 girl soldiors in line. Of 
these 12 remained in line after the first 
test. The senior squad, comprising 21 
students, was reduced to nine after the 
initial drill in the mauual. 

The girls of both squads went through 
the manual with the precision aud ac- 
curacy of veterans, and made few notice- 
able blunders. They looked very charm- 
ing in their blue serge Norfolk jackets 
and skirts, aukle length, and wearing 
the regulation military cap. The officers 
wore the shoulder straps with the in- 
signia of tbeir rank, stripes of gold braid 
down the sides of the skirts, and gilt 
buttons on the jacket frouts and Bleeves. 

One of the best features was the sword 
drill, in which the cuts and guards were 
cleverly executed. Thr dress parade 
formation, too, was admirable, and 
stirred up the enthusiasm of the visiting 
military organizations, whose apprecia- 
tion was evinced by a storm of applause. 

The judges were Lieut. F. L. Locke, 
adjutant 1st cavalry, M. V. M., and 
Lieut. II. A. Clarke, company I, 5th 
regiment, M. V. M. Lieut. Locke 
awarded the prizes aud complimented 
the battalion ou its excelleut showing. 

The company prize, a silk guidon with 
blue field and “Laseil” in gold lettering, 
was presented to company B. Miss 
Helen Medsker of Kansas City, Mo , who 
was captaiu last year of the winning 
company, received the prize for best 
work in the mauual, senior squad ; and 
Mis 9 Mabel Sawyer of Dexter, Me., the 
prize for best work iu the mauual, 
junior squad. Miss Grace Loud of 
Everett,* Miss Lotta Prootor of Water- 
ville, Me., (senior squad), Miss Julia 
Tulleys of Council Bluffs, and Miss Julia 
Hammond of Ohioago (junior squad), 
received honoruole mention. 

The prizes iu tbe manual of arms con- 
sisted of au antique coin with raised 
monogram and a silver Maltese cross, 
appropriately eugraved. The announce- 
ment of the wiuuer in the company com- 
petition was hailed with delight by the 
members of B and their friends. Ooe 
girl expressed herself thus: “What’s 
the matter with corapauy B?” aud theu 
came the response from a hundred 
throats, “B’s all right.” 

There were a great mauy invited guests 
at the exercises this year. Thu stalls of 
the Chaunoy Hall and Newtou high 
school regiments were represented. 
There wus a delegation of Charles Ward 
post 52, G. A. R., of Newtou, aud many 
proiniuunt residents of Boston aud its 
suburbs. The purents of tbe students 
from various sectious of the couutry also 
witnessed the exposition of military drill 
from tbe young woman’s standpoint. 

After the exercises, the battalion olli- 
ceis ami the prize wiuuers entertained 
the judges, their instructor, Maj. George 
II. Beuyoti, aud others. Supper was 
served iu tbe diuiug hall of the seminary, 
the room being beautifully decorated 
with tropical plauts and (lowers.

AN ALBIIRNDALE FIRE. 


Mr. E. R. Haskell’s Residence Badly 
Damaged. 

FLAMES STARTED IN ONE OF TIIE SER- 
VANT’S ROOM9 AND BURNED THROUGH 

THE ROOF. 

Mr. E. B. Haskell, one of the pro- 
prietors of the Boston Herald, who has 
beeu on a trip around tho world for 
several months, arrived at his home on 
Vista Hill, Auburndale, Tuesday even- 
ing to dinner, and less that five hours 
later his house was almost destroyed by 
fire, a loss of between $35,000 and $40,000 
resulting. 

The flames were discovered shortly 
after 10 o’clock. Tho servants had all 
retired, and Mr. Haskell aud the mem- 
bers of his family were about to do eo, 
when they heard a crash in the attic, 
followed in a moment by some one’s cry 
of “fire.” 

Word was immediately telephoned to 
Chief Bixby, who ordered an alarm from 
box 47. The chief sent his horse on the 
run to the place, and when in sight of 
tbe building saw flames shooting through 
the roof. He stopped at the corner of 
Vista avenue and sounded another signal 
from box 47. This was about five min- 
utes after the first alarm. 

Mr. Haskell’s family, in the mean 
time, had beeu actively at work clear- 
ing the lower storks of paintings, bric- 
a-brac, books aud valuable rugs. Tbe 
library was one of the finest, if not the 
finest, in Newton; but it was all secure 
ou the lawn before the flames and water 
got down to the apartment devoted to it. 
The same was true of nearly all the 
paintings, vases, etc. 

Of course, the exposure and handling 
of many of the paintings damaged them 
to a greater or less degree, hut the most 
valuable goods— those that, once lost, 
never could he replaced —were got out 
in compirative safety. 

The fire started iu one of the ser- 
vant’s rooms on the third fl»or in the 
southwest wing of the house, and 
burned through the roof and along the 
upper story. The firemen were com- 
pelled to pour immense quantities of 
water into the big dwelling, and it was 
this that led to the greatest damage. 

Nearly all the rooms were finished in 
hard wood, with the floors iulaid, and 
the water ruined these completely. The 
ceilings were all frescoed iu the best 
manner, and the damage to these makes 
a big increase in the loss. 

The furniture damage, which of 
course, includes that on a large number 
of laces and cupets which could not he 
moved readily, will probably amount to 
about $15, 0(X), while the damage to the 
fine finish of the house, as well as the 
structure itself, will he over $20,000. The 
insurance is $25,000 ou the house aud 
$10,000 on the furniture. 

The house was one of tbe best in the 
Newtous and occupied a commanding 
site, which afforded a charming view at 
the top of Vi'ta hill. The dwell ng has 
cost Mr. Haskell in the neighborhood of 
$100,000. although he said last night it 
could probably be duplicated today for 
less. It was constructed of artificial 
stone, and was built iu 1869 for Mr. E. 
D Winslow. Its origin d cost was about 
$30,000, but the additious aud reflttings 
made by Mr. Ilaskell have iucreased that 
amoudt $70,000. Oue of the principal 
additions was a high tower and wing, iu 
which was a billiard hall magnificently 
furnished. This is completely de- 
stroyed. 

The walls of the house are uninjured 
aud the damage comes entirely iu the 
upper story and the loss on the fiDefiuish 
and furniture iu the lower. 

The goods stored ou the lawn durlug 
the fire, valued probably at over $75,000, 
were carefully guarded from possible 
thieves by City Marshal Richardson, 
Capt. Davis and sixteen officers of the 
Newtou police force. Nothiug was re- 
ported stolen. 


Our Fine Roads.

The letter oi “Horseman” on “Our 
Fine Roads” iu the Grapuic of May 18 
has attracted my attention because of 
the unique reason given concerning 
them. II is seemiugly iuteutioual thrust 
at bicycle manufactures, aud cyclistB 
simply acts, however, as a boomerang, 
for while it is freely admitted that our 
Biiperb roads are the admiration uud de- 
light of all who ride a wheel, it should 
not be forgotten that the construction of 
snob roads as Newtou possesses began 
loug befoie bicycle riding had reached 
its present wide spread popularity. It is 
evident therefore, that those who plauued 
for their building had foremost iu mind 
the advantages cf such highways for 
carriage driving, uud it logically follows 
that they must have had at heart the 
welfare of horses; therefoie such results 
to valuable roadsters us “Horsemau” 
claims, are more of imagiuation than 
reality. Allowing, however, for argu- 
ment, that the wheelman’s ideal and that 
of some who own fine horses differ re- 
garding what coustituies a good road- 
way, then whose ideal, I beg to ask, con- 
forms nearer to the present line roads of 
other couutiies or to those historic lines 
of travel that will ever live iu soug aud 
story, concerning ancient Romo. 

Surely “Horsemau” ueeds to adopt as 
a foundation principle of his future be- 
lief “the greatest good of the greatest 
number” for should his preseut views 
oouceruiug the roads iu Newton he sub- 
mitted to u popular vote, he would llud 
himself left iu “a narrow path, with here 
aud there a traveller.” 

If what Newtou has furnished for 
those who dwell withiu liar gates does 
uot meet with “llorsemau’s” approval, 
he would certainly have to retrogade iu 
seeking another place of residence, for 
all statistics show that among the ad- 
vantages of the highest civilisation 
wherever found, good smooth roads are 
considered eveu mote than a special at- 
traction, and with our present knowl- 
edge of building, such roadways to be 
durable, must ueeds he hard upuu their 
surface. Wheelman.

WANT A NEW RUILDING. 

school sanitary arrangements de- 
nounced RY NEWTONVILLE RESI- 
DENTS. 


Pointed testimony was introduced at 
a hearing given by the public property 
committee Tuesday evening, relative to 
the sanitary arrangements of schools, 
the Adams school, which was recently 
burned, bearing tbe bruut of the state- 
ments. Tho hearing was given in re- 
sponse to a petition signed by a hundred 
and more of Newtonville residents pray- 
ing that a brick school of 10 rooms 
should be erected iu place of the Adams 
school. 

Dr. Hunt stated that the sohoolhouse 
in question was totally unfit for occupan- 
cy; ho had attended a number of its 
pupils whose complaints had been direct 
ly caused either by improper system of 
lighting or very poor sanitary arrange- 
ments. 

Dr. David E. Baker gave similar testi- 
mony. It was due the citizens, he Batd, 
that the city council should expend 
money for the care of its school children 
rather than upon such costly schemes 
as a boulevard. 

Mr. N. H. Chadwick said that he bad 
two daughters who had been taken ill 
simply on account of the poor coudition 
of the building. 

Mr. W.F. Hawley considered the build- 
ing a menace to the pupils’ health. 

Mr. Brewer said he visited the build- 
ing and was so impressed by what he saw 
that he demanded his children be trans- 
ferred to another school, and this was 
done. If bis request bad been refused 
he had made up his mind to leave the 
city and return to Boston. 

Mr. J.W. Bailey considered the Adams 
school a pest hole. 

Mr. Fred P. Smith said that, on inves- 
tigating complaints made by his children 
he found that the air ventilator received 
its supply from a source but a few feet 
removed from the vaults. 

Supt. Aldrich indorsed all the criticism 
that, had been made of the school house, 
and the meeting then adjourned. 


School Criticism. 

To the Editor nt dm Graphic:— 

It is very greatly to be wished that uot 
here and there one, but very many of 
our best people would give careful and 
interested attention to certain sound 
elementary principles of education. 

To this end it is high’y desirable that 
many should take and read such educa- 
tional periodicals as the New Englaud 
Journal of Education, “Education, ” and 
The Educational Review; or such com- 
prehensive periodcals, treating of all 
subjects, education among them, by 
means of selection from the world of 
periodicals, as the “Literary Digest,” 
“Public Opinion,” and the “Review of 
Reviews.” 

The comprehensive wisdom of all 
corrects the one-sidedness of those who 
become too exclusively interested in 
their particular pursuit, aud tbuB, it the 
reading aud reflection here recommended 
were habitual with many, n high degree 
of educational intelligence would be 
diffused throughout tbe community, 
aud errors and evils would be corrected, 
or would never exist. 

“Pedagogics.” or the science of teach 
ing, is uow “all the go,” as “Grecian 
Bend” once was. Nevertheless, what 
solid satisfaction the thoughtful mind 
must take iu utteraues like these. “Our 
school system is worth what the meu 
and women who ofiicer it are worth, not 
a penny more,” and, “Tho first rate 
teacher, with or without pedagogics, 
must be a first rate man or woman.” A 
simple illustration will show how true 
this is. Tbe workman and the tools 
being the same, the result after all, will 
depend principally on the native quali- 
ties of the material worked udoo, or 
whether it be poplar or mahogany. 
No skill of baud or excellence of tools 
can make of hemlock what c»n be made 
of rosewood. So, no books or schools of 
“pedagogics” can make of a dull mind, 
teaching only because it is necessary to 
do somethiug, what can be made of a 
bright mind which could also siy . ‘‘If I 
ban au eternity to spend ou earth I 
should love to speud it iu teaching 
children. 

What, indeed, after all. is “pedago- 
gics?” It is the natural history of born 
geniuses in teachiug. Such teachers ex- 
isted before “pedagogics,” and by close- 
ly watoliiug what they did, aud how 
they did it. and writing it all out, 
“pedagogics” came into existence to 
help others to learn somethiug from 
the lives of great masters, how to teach. 

A like priuciple applies to pupils as 
has been demonstrated a thousand times 
over iu tbe liyes of the great “self- 
made.” If it is boru iu a person to get 
learning, or in any way to be somebody, 
nothing can prevent him. If it is uot born 
in him so to do uothiug can make him 
doit. See Divid Livingstone, the fam- 
ous African missionary explorer with his 
Latin grammar, wired to a corner cf his 
loom, when ho was a poor mill boy, such 
was his burning determination to know 
aud he somethiug. But does it follow 
that if some school book were wired to 
every loom in the world that all the mill 
boys, poor little fellow*, would all be- 
oome great? Howbeit. they eau all be- 
come something, and Heaven forbid that 
oue of these little ones should he de- 
spised. Much more might be added, hut 
if the two main ideas here preseuted 
shall serve to stimulate thought, it will 
be enough for now. W.

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COLLECTING BIRDS’ EGGS. 


Many have remarked on the growing 
sc treity of the common birds, aud have 
wondered why it was. Perhaps the ex- 
planation may be in the fact that about 
every boy has rhe fad for collecting 
birds’ eggs, and that the nests have been 
systematically robbed now for several 
years. A 9 fast as one crop of boys gets 
too old for this amusement, another 
comes along, and each boy is inspired 
to get a collection for himself. 

It iR of course very pleasing to see 
boys take an interest in natural history, 
and collecting eggs may be more harm- 
less than prowliug about with au air 
gun, shooting the feathered songsters, as 
some do. but it would seem possible to 
study natural history in some more inno- 
cent way. If there was only one boy, it 
might be all right to take one egg from 
a nest, which is given as an excuse by 
sem? parents when older people aie 
shown the collection, but as there are 
about ten boys with the collecting mania 
to every bird in Newton, if we except 
the English Sparrows, it is evident that 
the prospects of any increase in the 
number of birds are very poor indeed. 

This is a question which some of our 
Tillage improvement societies might 
take hold of to advantage. Nothing 
adds more to the beauty of a neighbor- 
hood in summer than the presence of 
the birds, and in a city such as Newton, 
with its many trees aud park like 
estates, birds ought to be taken care of 
and protected. One way to do it would 
be for parents :o discourage this fad for 
robbing birds’ nests, uuder the excuse of 
studying natural history, The true 
student does not take the eggs nor kill 
the bird, but guards them both careful- 
ly, studies their habits and their songs, 
and gets some useful information. 

Our common birds have enemies 
erougb in the way of cats, dogs, and 
boys with air guns aud stones, without 
making their lives more miserable by 
having their nests robbed aud broken 
up. If parents would only look at this 
m it ter in its proper light and talk tie 
matter over with their childreu the evil 
would be remedied. 

When one hears of the many small 
boys engaged in collecting, one ceases to 
wouder that the native birds are disap- 
pearing from our lawus aud gardeus, 
and wishes that a law might be passed 
making it a penal offence to rob a bird’s 
nest, even in the interest of so called 
science. 


AMENDING THE LAW. 


The amendment to the grade crossing 
law presented at the boird of aldermen, 
Monday evening, is one of great import- 
ance, and it has already been favor ibly 
reported in the legislature, hut recom- 
mitted, as the railroad meu argued that 
there was no dem md for the law, aud 
that it was ouly asked for by a few meu, 
who represented no city or town in par- 
ticular. 

The present law provides that the com- 
mission may decide upon some plan of 
abolishiug grade crossings, which seems 
to them feasible and convenient, and 
naturally they would be disposed to 
select the cheaper of two plans, out of 
regard for the interests of the state, 
which pays such a large portion of the 
cost, to say uothiug of the desires of the 
tailroad. There is no appeal from their 
decision, and hence the law, like so mauy 
of our laws, is regarded as having been 
passed with too much regard tor the 
railroads, aud too little for the cities aud 
towus affected. 

A more expensive plau might be so 
much better for the interests of a city or 
town, that they would willingly pay their 
proportion of the extra cost, but there 
is no legal way of securiug this. The 
more expensive plau might he morb 
picturesque, but as oue of our aldermen 
said, Mie commission care uothiug about 
pictures, us they are appoiutbd to look 
after the state’s interests. 

I’nder the amended law the city or 
town has a light of appeal, aud cau 
secure the more expensive plan, if they 
desire, umi the provisions for this are so 
carefully guarded that uu harm cau 
cotue. 

lu the case of Newton, for instauce, an 
elevation of the tracks would be much 
the cheaper, while a depression might 
be so much more to the benefit of the 
city that it would be glad to pay the 
extra cost, and this feeling bad some- 
thing to do with the resolutions passed 
by the City Council, calling upon Hie 
benator from this district aud the New- 
ton representatives, to do what they cau 


to secure the passHgo of the net. If 
other cities nnd towns tnke similar 
action, it is believed the bill can he 
passed, in spite of the opposition of the 
railroads. 


There has been a good deal of dis- 
cussion over Mayor Fenno’s appoint- 
ment. of Frederick M. Mitchell as 
Sergeant of police, hut the board of 
aldermen have voted to confirm it, be- 
cause they take the ground that they 
have nothing to do in the case but to 
couflrm appointments if theyi are satis- 
fied as to their fitness. On this ground 
four of the aldermen voted to confirm 
Mr. Mitchell, as they had learned that 
there was uotldng to be said against his 
ehnracter, and his ability was vouched 
for as a good deal above the average. 
The appointmeut may have been out of 
the usual line, but Mayor Fonno may 
have thought that results would be 
better, if a new man was taken, not 
identified with any faction, and that the 
police force would be beuefitted by a 
new man, who had not got into any of 
the old police ruts. There have been a 
number of upheavals among the force, 
the present year, which caused the dis- 
charge of several members, and this 
gave outsiders the opinion that the force 
was capable of being improved, and 
there was a pressure on this account for 
the Mayor to go outside ot the usual 
track iu making an appointment to such 
a responsible position. People said that 
if the force had been held strictly up to 
the mark in the past by those at the 
bead, there would never have arisen any 
scandals calling for the retirement of 
any of the officials. 

The debates in the U. S. Senate over 
the tariff bill are sometimes sharp and 
pointed, as on Tuesday when Senators 
Hoar and Berry of Arkausas had an al- 
tercation. The former called up the 
declaration in the Chicago platform that 
protection was robbery and plunder, and 
asked Mr. Berry how he could reconcile 
the pending bill with that declaration. 
Mr. Iloar said that democratic senators 
confessed that they had surrendered their 
own judgmeut to two or three men, and, 
he exclaimed passionately, “Stand up, 
democratic seuators, if you will, and say 
that you are in favor, persoually, of this 
bill — the whole of you— a majority of 
you— one-tenth part of you. You will 
not do it. You say and the people say, 
that it is wicked through aud through. 
But because two or three gentlemen have 
got together in a committee room, or iu 
a corner somewhere, like the witches in 
Macbeth aud concocted this hell-broth 
you have promised them to swallow it!'* 

Mr. Berry replied that however objec- 
tionable the bill might be, it did not lie in 
the mouths of republican senators to de- 
nounce, it for its protection features ex- 
cept on the theory tbit they preferred 
<rand larceny to petty larceuy, and that 
therefore they preferred the McKinley 
act with all its iniquities to any kind of 
reduction of taxation. 


The North Side Improvement Society 
have changed their name and adopted 
the more ambitious title of “Garden City 
Improvement S »ciety.’’ which may in- 
dicate that they will uot restrict their 
eff »rts to improving the north side, but 
will look after the whole city. We hope. 


dropped out of sight, it is so long since 
any action has been taken. Our grade 
crossings will probably bo like the poor, 
always with us, judging from the pro- 
gress made the past dozen years. 


Thr Boston Globe has been publishing 
letters on “the solution of the liquor 
problem’’ and ox-Governor Claflin writes 
that “there is only one way left, and 
that is to establish entire prohibition.’ 
Mr. Clafiin, like the other believers in 
prohibition, evidently does not look with 
favor on the Norwegian system.

Es*ex street bridge, so called, at Cottage j 
Farms aud Waltham, may expend the ! 
sum of three huudred Lhousmd dollars 
iu additiou to auy aud all sums author 
ized to be expended by them by said act 
aud by all acts iu additiou to or ameud- 
meut thereof. 


There has been some alarm expressed 
at the total amount of the dumages 
awarded for laud takeu for the uew 
boulevard by those who do uot under- 
stand the matter. The award is in most 
of the cases a purely formal affair, to 
comply with the law that orders damages 
to be awarded in ail cases, aud reach 
those who have not given laud. The 
total cost to the city for laud dam- 
ages will uot be over $15,000, as those 
who have agreed to give land have also 
agreed to waive all right to damages. 
Thus what seemed to be a big sum ou 
paper will turu out to be a mere trilie.

President Dewsou spoke at some 
length. He dwelt upon the importance 
of citizens taking active interest in 
affairs pertaining to the city and the 
help which they could give the city 
council through these important associa- 
tions. This constant effort of the city 
fathers to keep down the tax rate he be- 
lieved to he wroug and advocated a 
liberal expenditure of the city’s money 
iu public improvements, which would 
result ultimately iu a better class of 
residents iu certain sections and a 
subsequent decrease iu the tax levy, 

Mr. James T. Allen had been identified 
with the old improvement society at 
West Newtou which disbanded years 
ago, and was glad to ally himself with 
oue ot the enterprising nature which 
seemed to perya-e all things which 
came from Newtouville. He believed it 
for the best interests of the city that its 
citizens should be interested in these 
societies, and expressed himself as 
heartily iu favor of the proposed action 
on the part of the city council to have 
the city assume absolute coutrol of the 
laying out of streets iu the future. 

A letter of regret at his enforced 
absence was read from Mr. J. Edward 
Hollis. 

The secretary was instructed to notify 
ail members, honorary and otherwise, 
elected by the meeting. 

Rev. Dr. bhinu called especial atten- 
tion to the meeting arranged for Thurs- 
day at which the park commission would 
appear. 

Mr. Langford seconded his plea in ex- 
tended remarks, aud each gentleman 
present was finally requested to extend 
an iuvitatiou to he present to as many 
people as possible. 

Rev. Dr. Shiun spoke very earnestly 
of the nuisance aud oftentimes serious 
results of the noise commonly allowed 
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hv the authorities the night before the 
Fourth of July. He told of experiences 
which were very trying and might lead 
to serious results, and at the close of his 
reniaiks Mr. J. T. Allen spoke in the 
same vein, detailing an experience 
wherin a gentleman was saved from a 
pre arranged nssault by the fortunate In- 
terposition of citizens. 

Action was finally taken bv the ap- 
pointment of Messrs. Shinn, Aden and 
President Dewson as a committeo to 
draft resolutions for presentation to the 
other societies for their endorsement and 
finally to the city council, requesting 
them to preserve pence during the night 
preceding the Fourth. 


NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 


THEY HELD THEIR REGULAR MEETING 
WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


The meeting of the school board Wed- 
nesday evening was attended by all the 
members except Messrs. Ward, Hale and 
Knapp, and in the absence of the mayor, 
Chairman J. Edward Hollis presided. 

All about the room were arranged for 
inspection of the board, examples of 
pictorial and constructive drawings exe- 
cuted by the pupils of the minor grades, 
and they claimed some attention, the 
fine work iu many cases reflecting much 
credit on the pupils. 

A communication was received from 
the city council endorsing a resolution 
adopted by them in reference to the 
praiseworthy conduct of the principal 
and teachers of the Adams school at the 
time of the recent fire. 

At this time the board went into execu- 
tive session to consider the appointment 
of teachers for the ensuing year, a privi- 
lege that the board annually exercise. 
After fifteen minutes open session was 
resumed, no change being made from the 
present list. 

The superintendent in his report, said 
the drawing exhibition submitted for 
the inspection of the board, was all 
ordinary work of the pupils, no intima- 
tion being given them that it was to be 
exhibited. In additiou to the two lines 
shown, pictorial and constructive, they 
were now working on the third, decora 
tive drawing, of which examples may 
later be shown. 

The report then dealt with the propor- 
tion of pupils assigned each teacher. 
The minimum number at present 25 aud 
the maximum 48, exclusive of the nigh 
school and the kindergartens. Out ot 87 
teachers 36 have 45 or more pupils in 
their care at present, which condition 
might be somewhat modified. The city 
of Boston has 56 pupils as a limit. A 
teacher can officei this Dumber without 
difficulty, but when the classes become 
divided up by the introduction of addi- 
tional studies such as Latin, algebra and 
elementary physics it is taxing the teach- 
er too much, and one of the future con- 
auieiations for the board will be au in- 
crease in the teaching force or a discon- 
tinuance of the studies mentioned in the 
grammar grade. 

The report was accepted and placed on 
file on motion of Mr. Drew. 

Mr. Boydeu for the text book commit- 
tee reported, recommending the adoption 
of ‘‘The World and its People,” ”The 
Heart of Oak Readers,” Hale’s “Stories 
for Children.” Basse’s ‘‘Nature Stories 
for Young People.” Soutbworth’s “Es 
sentials ot Arithmetic,” for use in the 
primary and grammar schools. This 
was adopted. 

Mr. Boud’s report from the finance 
committee was accepted. 

Mr. Brackett reported recommending 
that Reg. 1 Chap. 1 be changed so the 
school year should commence the second 
Monday in September and continue forty 
weeks, exclusive of Christmas week and 
the first week in April. Also amending 
Chap. 3 Sec. 3, relative to the time of 
board meetings from 7.30 to 7.45 o’clock. 

Some discussion of an important 
nature followed, after which the report 
was accepted. 

Orders were passed appropriating 
$12, 875.31 for May expenses, authorizing 
the headmaster of the High school to 
employ clerical assistance during the en- 
suing year at $6 per week; closing the 
present High school term, Tuesday, 
June 26, and grammar schools, Thurs 
day, June 28; appropriating $100 for the 
June drill of the High sahool battalion. 

The board adjourned.

Painter*’ Pickle. 

Painters’ picklo is used for removing 
old pnint. It is useless to waste time 
nnd money applying good enamel paint 
over old pnint, for it quickly cracks 
and grows shabby. Mix 1 % pounds of 
stone potnsli, 1 % to 2 pounds of soft 
soap nnd n hnl f a ponnd of washing so- 
da together and stir into about a gal- 
lon of water. Tho picklo should then be 
boiled till the potash is melted. Apply 
this with a brush; then let it stand for 
several hours. Tho work must after- 
ward bo washed thoroughly with strong, 
hot soda water, using no soap. This 
pickle may bo applied equally well hot 
or cold. Great care must bo taken in 
using the pickle, ns it discolors the fin- 
ger nails nnd takes the color out of any- 
thing it touches. — Boston Herald.
